Vnday,thc2<5  .of  Ianuary,in  the 
ycarot  our  Lord  15577  we  depar¬ 
ted  from  Portland  road, in  the 
Darling  of  London  ,  hauing  in 
company  the  Difcoucrer,a  fmal 
Pynnace,whomc  wee  loftatfea, 
in  foulc  weather,  rhe  Thurfday 
night  next  following*  Fryday, 
the  13.  ot  Fcbruarie,  we  fell  with 
the  £  anar/e  Ilands.  where  we  cx- 
pe&cd  our  pynnacc, according  to  our  appointment, feuen  or 
eight  dayes.  Here  we  tooke  two  boats, the  one  a  pafTengcr, 
we  bulged  ,the  other  wee  towed  at  our  fhipfterne,  fleering 
fouth  fouth  weft  for  the  Ilandcs  of  Gap  Jo  ford,  Therehcncc 
wcfct/ailethe28#ofFebruarie,  keeping  a  weft  fouth  weft 
courfc.  In  this  paflage  we  found  verie  (mooth  fcas ,  faire 
weather,  &fteddic  winds,  blowing  ordinarilic  between  the 
EafLand  North  caftpointes,Necre300,  leagues  from  thefe 
Ilands,  weeame  into  a  grownefea  ,thefwollcn  waters  ma¬ 
king  a  Itrangenoifc  and  hurtling  together,  as  if  it  might  be 
two  ftrong  currcntes  encountring  each  other*  The  12*  of 
March  we  founded, and  had  fandie  ground  in  47.  fadam.  At 
midnight  in  twcluc  fadam  we  came  to  an  ancor,thc  ground 
ftndicoafe,  Sunday  the  14*  towardcs  night,  about  fomc  fixe 
>  B  leagues

leagues  from  the  (hoar,we  delcried  a  low  land  in  the  bottom 
of  a  bay*  From  the  9  ofMarch  vntiJl  this  time, wee  kept  for 
themoft  partafouthfouth  weft  courfe.  The  water  in  this 
place  is  fmooth3but  muddie,and  the  collour  red  or  Tawny, 
From  the  weftermoft  ofthe  fapM  FerdA lands  vnto  this  bay 
1  docftimatthcdiftancctobc  neer  5  ^leagues. Itfemed  to 
modofourfea-mcn.tobethe  veric  bankeof  afhoald  vpon 
a  Icigh  flioare  :  the  rather  becaufe  without  it ,  in  thecleanc 
greene  fea  we  had  but  7*  fadam  depth :  but  after  by  proofe 
finding  that  there  is  nofudden  alteration  in  anie  part  of  the 
coaft ,and  that  the  fea  is  fmootheft  nere  the  land, we  alwaics 
at  night  fought  to  ancor  in  three  or  four  fadam. And  doubt- 
lefieasthehand  ofGod  iswoonderfull  in  all  hisworkes:fo 
heerin  his  tnercifull  prouidcnceis  moft  admirable,  that  vpon 
a  Icigh fliore,  fubieft  to  a  perpetual!  eafterlic  gale,  neither 
much  wind  can  endanger  thipping,  by  reafon  that  the  foule 
heauie  water  is  not  capable  of  vehement  motion ,  and  the 
fofte  light  oafe,  if  they  touch  ,  cannot  bruife  them  :  nor 
is  there  anie  leopardie  in  being  wind-  bound5or  imbayed : 
for  the  rooft  forcible  windes  make  the  greateft  floud  -tydes, 
whereby  the  frefhets,when  they  take  their  ordinarie  courfe 
ofebbe,doegrowftrong  and  fwift,  fetting  direftlie  off  to 
fea  againft  the  wind.  We  by  turning  went  cleare  of  all  ba  yes: 
howbeitin  thisc&fe3asalfointheriuers,  the  vfe  ofa  droue 
fayle  feerrteth  a  good  aud  readie  help.  The  firft  place  wher- 
in  we  ancored,was  in  the  mouth  of  Arrowari, a  fairc  &  great 
riuer*  Itftandethin  one  degree  and  fourtie  minutes :  for 
wefellfofarretothefouthwards  by  your  Lordfhips  dire- 
ft  ion*  The  bar  without  hath  at  the  lead  three  fadam ,  at  the 
fooldcft  place,  when  it  is  low  ebb. The  depth  within  is  eight 
and  ten  fadam.  The  water  al  wayes  brackifh.We  found  not 
af^e  inhabitantcsihthi  j  place  neerc  the  fea  coaft  ♦  I  omit 
hereto  recite  the  names  of  the  nations*  that  are  borderers, 
their  towncs,  Capraines  and  commodities  that  their  coun¬ 
tries  doeycelde,  as  alfo  the  foundinges ,  tydes,  and  how  the 
zvir.:\zi  fl  ■  coal! 
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to  Guiana. 


coaft  Iyeth  5cc.  thinking  it  fitteft  to  reduce  thefe  difioyned 
and  fcattered  remembrances  to  one  place.  As  we  parted  we 
alwaies  kept  the  llioare  within  view  and  flopped  the  flouds, 
ftillancoring  at  night  in  three  or  fourefadam.  When  wee 
came  to  the  north-hed  iad  of  this  bay  (which  we  named  {'ape 
Cecylt)  we  fawe  two  high  mountaines  like  two  llandes,  but 
they  ioync  with  the  rnaync.  In  this  trad  lying  north  north- 
wefl,  neere  do.  leagues, there  tall  into  the  Tea,  thefe  feuerall 
great  riuers  Arrowari ,  fnartpoco,  Afarpari,  Coanwint,  Caipti- 
rerh.  We  ancored  in  two  fadam  not  far  from  thefe  hilies  and 
filled  all  ourcaske  with  frefh  water  by  the  (hip  fide,  for  in 
the  fea  30*  miles  from  the  mouth  of  anieriuer  it  is  frefh  and 
good*  Thisfecond  bay  extendeth  it  felfe  aboue3o.leagucs  to 
the  weftward,&containeth  within  it  thefe  riuers  ArcooaJVi' 
4poco)tydnari,Caparrracka1C<m0)Cdi4Keyw,ta3  MaciirU.fttwr  oor 
(7»r^)r/>;4Hereleauingthe/liipat  ancor,  Itookcinto  the 
boat  Iohn  ProftOilptny  Indian  Interpreter,  John  Ly nfey^vxA 
or  nine  others, intending  to  fearcli  fome  ofthefe  riuers,  and 
to  feeke  fpecch  with  the  Indtans » In  iviapoco, at  the  foot  of  the 
Eaftermoll  mountaine, where  the  riuer  fallcth  into  thefea, 
wefoundtwentieorthirtiehoufes,  butnot  inhabited.  Wee 
flayed  there  but  one  night.  iYanariwz  ouerpafled ,  becaufc 
the  entrance  is  rockie  and  not  deep,  /n  Capperwacka  we  fai¬ 
led  fome  fourtic  miles  but  could  fee  no  Indian^  At  one  of 
their  portes  vndcr  the  fide  of  a  hill, we  took  in  fo  much  Bra- 
fill  wood  as  our  boat  could  cane.  Amongfl  other  trees  wee 
cut  downe  one  for  an  example ,  which  I  doe  verilic  beleeuc 
to  bee  the  fame  forte  of  Sinamon,  which  is  fonnde  in  the 
flreightes  of  Ma^clUne.  From  Capurwacka  wee  pafied  to 
fawo, and  there  met  with  a  Canoa,  wherein  were  two  Indi¬ 
ans.  It  was  long  time  before  we  could  procure  them  to  come 
neere  vs,for  they  doubted  leaft  we  were  SpaifilB  .  When  my 
interpreter  had  perfwaded  them  thecontrarie,  and  that  wee 
came  from  they  without  farther  fpfccch  or  delay*

was  >a.c.ie  c.iaied  oy  the  Spaniard  f rom  Morttva ,  one  ofthe 

neighbour  riuers  to  Kn/eana,  or  Orenoejua  and  that  hauin°- 
burnt  his  ovvnc  houfcs ,  and  dcftroyed  hisfruites  and  gar^ 
dens, he  had  left  his  countrey  and  tovvnes  to  bepoflefled  by 
ii he tArtvaccas-Wha  are  a  vagabound  nation  of  Indian,,  which 
nding  no  certaine  place  of  abode  of  their  owne,  do  for  the 
molt  part  ferue  and  follow  the  Spaniard?,.  He  (hewed  mec 
that  he  vvas  ofthe  nation  ofthe  Aw/,  who  areamightic  peo¬ 
ple, and  of  late  time  were  Lordes  of  all  the  fca  coaft  fo  farre 
Ml  rinidado,vi h ich  the)-  iikewifepolTcfied.  Howbeit,  that 
with  a  general!  confent,  when  the  Spaniardes  ftr(\  bc^an  to 
borrow  fome  of  their  wiucs.-  they  all  agreed  to  change  their, 
habitation. &  doc  now  hue  vnitedforthemoft  part  towards 
the riucr  of  Ai»az.«*cs,  But  the  efpeciall  caufc  ofhis  prefent 
remoouc  was.becaufc  two  or  three  yeares  part,  twenty  Spa - 
iiiardcsc3.mc.to  his  towne ,  and  fought  to  take  his  bed  wife 
from  him :  but  before  they  caried  her  away,  hee  at  time  and 
place  ofaduantage  killed  halfcofthcm:  the  reft  fled,  mod 
ofthem  fore  hurt.  Now  in  this  cafe  he  thought  it  bed  to 
dwel  far  ynough  from  them.  Your  Indian  Pilot  Ferdinand o, 
who  conduced  you  by  Amait*s and  now  abideth  nccrc  the 
head  of  Deffekeebe ,  is  one  of  this  nuns  fubiefts:  By  whom 
(as  it  may  feeme)  hee  hath  taken  good  notice  of  our  Prin- 
cefleand  country.  For  hedefeended  more  particulatlie  to 
inquire  what  forces  were  come  with  vs ,  afliiring  me  of  the 
Spaniards  being  in  Irimdadoy3X\d  that  the  Indians  our  friends 
betwixt  hope  and  feare.haue  earned  lie  expefted  our  return 
from  Eng/and the fc  foureorfiue  moncths,  When  Ihadan- 
iwered  him, that  at  our  departure  we  left  no  Spaniards  aliue 
to  annoy  thcmjthat  we  now  came  onlie  to  dilcouer,  &  trade 
with  them;and  that  if  her  Maicflie  fhould  haue  lent  a  power 
ofmen, where  no  enemie  was  to  rcfift,the  Indians  might  per¬ 
haps  imagine,that  we  came  rather  to  inuade.then  to  defend 
them.  He  replycd,that  this  courfc  very  well  forted  with  the 
\  report 
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report, which  they  had  hard  of  our  Princefle  Iuflice,rare  gra 
ces.and  vertucs :  the  fame  ofwhofe power  in  beingable  to 
vanquidi  the  Spaniards,  and  lingular  goodndle  in  vnderta- 
king  ro  fuccour  and  defend  the  afflicted  Indians,  was  now 
fo  gencrall.thatthe  nations  farre  and  neere  wereall  agreed 
toioynewith  vs, and  by  all  mcanes  pofsible  to  afsiflvs’in  ex¬ 
pelling  and  rooting  out  the  Spaniards  from  all  partes  of  the 
land :  and  that  we  were  dccciued,if  vve  thought  this  country 
notlargeynoughtoreceiuevs,  w  ithout  molt  flation  orin- 
trufion  vpon  the  Indians,  who  wanted  not  choifc  of  dwelling 
placcSjifthey  forfookc  one  to  hue  in  another;  but  flood  in 
neede  of  our  prefcncc  at  all  rimes  to  aide  them ,  and 
maintaine  their  hbertic,  which  to  them  is  dearer  then  land 
or  liuing,  He  then  farther  defired,  that  hce  with  his  people 
might  haue  our  fauour  againft  the  Arwaccas,  who  not  be¬ 
ing  content  to  enioy  their groundes  and  houfes,  had  taken 
from  them  manic  of  their  wiues  and  children,  the  befl 
ofwhofe  fortune  was,  if  they  lined  ,  toliue  in  perpctuall 
flauerie  vnder  the  Spaniards,  Wee  put  him  in  good  hope 
and  comfort  thereof.  And  he  to  deferue  fome  part  ofthis 
fricndfnip ,  commended  vnto  vs  an  elderlicmanto  bee  our 
Pilot  in  bringing  vs  to  I \atcana.  When  we  were  readic  to  de¬ 
part,  he  demanded  whether  vve  wanted  any  P'rapo, which  is  nrafilwood 
the  wood ,  that  is  vfually  carried  from  thefe  partes  to  Trim- 
dadoin  Canoasjnd  is  there  foldeto  the  French  for  trade :  he 
offered,  if  we  would  bring  our  fhipneerhisPorr,toputin 
her  Jading  thereof.  Butbecaufemoftofour  caske  was  not 
yr°n  bound  y  and  in  making  ftoage  way  to  rernoouc  it, 
would  hauc  bene  tile  loflc  ofourSyderandothcrdrinke;I 
therefore  referred  the  taking  of  any  quantity  ro  fitter  op- 
portunitieuhinking  it  fufficient  at  this  time,to  haue  only  my 
ooates  lading  therof;  which  afterwardcs  in  extremity  of 
foule  weather  ^before  we  could  getaboord  our  (liippe ,  wee 
were  inforced  in  a  dark  nigh  to  heauc  al  ouerbord :  thinking 

our  iclucs  Jiappy,  to  hauc  rccouered  thither  atfeuen  dayes 
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end,withfafetyoflyfeonlie.  All  which  time  wee  could  no 
where  fet  foot  on  fliore,but  refted  day  and  nigh  t  wet  &  wea¬ 
therbeaten  in  our  coucrtles  boat, which  was  fometimes  rea- 
die  to  finkc  vndcr  vsrFor  we  had  in  this  place  without  com- 
parifon  more  raine,wind,and  guftes,then  els  where  at  anie 
time.  To  be  breefe,  my  men  became  weake  and  ficke,and 
ifwe  had  flayed  anie  longer  timeout,  I  doubt  whether  the 
gveateft  part  of  vs  had  euercome  abord  again.I  afterwards 
vnderftood  by  my  Indian  Pilot, that  this  weather  is  for  moft 
part  of  the  yeare  vfualf  neere  the  Hand  Oncaiarie ,  which  ly  • 
eth  North  from  the  riuer  Capurwack* ifbme  fixe  leagues  in¬ 
to  the  fea:  and  that  they  hold  opinion, this  Hand  to  be  kept 
by  feme  euillfpirit : for  they  verily  belceue,  that  tofleepe 
in  the  day  time  neereit  (except  it  be  after  much  drinkc)  i$ 
prefent death.  Theoneiy  feafon  wherein  little  rathe  doth 
fall  therc,is(as  I  gathered  by  their  fpeach,  they  diuidmgali 
times  by  theirmooncs)atour  winter  Solftice.  The  mother 
windeofthiscoaft  isforthemoftpartto  the  Northwarde 
ofthcEafhcxcept  when  the  Sunne  isonthis  fide  of  the  E* 
quinoftiall/orthcn  it  often  veares  Southerly,  but  moft  in 
the  night.  This  our  guide  is  ofthe  laos,  who  doe  all  marke 
themfcJues,  thereby  to  beknownc  from  other  nations  af~ 
ter  this  mancr.  With  the  tooth  of  a  fmall  beaft  like  a  Rat* 
they  race  fome  their  faces,  fome  their  bodies,  after  diners 
formes, as  if  it  were  with  the  fcratch  of  a  pin,  the  print  of 
which  rafure ,  can  neucr  be  done  away  againe  during  lyfc* 
When  he  had  fome  time  conuerfed  with  our  Indians ,  that 
went  from  England  with  vs,  he  became  willing  of  himfelfc 
to  fee  our  country.  His  fufficiency,truftines,&  knowledge 
is  fuch,  that  if  the  preteded  voyage  for  the  Guiana  do  take 
place, you  fhall  (I  doubt  not)  find  him  many  waves  able  to 
ftced  your  Lordflh.  in  your  defignes  &  purpofesfFor  befides 
his  precife  knowledge  of  all  the  coaft,  of  the  Indian  townes 
and  dwellings,  he  fpeaketh  all  their  languages,  was  bred  in 
Gutana^is  a  fworne  brother  to  Putsma3who  flew  the  Spam* 
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4rds  in  their  return c  from  Manoa,  can  direct  v$  to  many 
Goldeminesandinnothing  will  vndertake  more,  then  he 
afluredlie  will  performe. 

To  the  Weft  wardthis  bay  hath  many  good  roadesvnder 
fmall  Ilandes, whereof  the  greateft,  named  GoWatert  3  is  in¬ 
habited  by  the  Shebaios:  and  befidestheplentieoffoule, 
fifh  fruites,  wilde  Porkesand  Deere, which  are  there  to  bee 
had:  where  CaianefzWzs  into  the  fea,  (for  it  ftandeth  ihthe 
mouthes  offhand  Caume)  ityeeldes  fafe  and  good  har¬ 
bour  in  foure  and  fine  fadam  for  fhips  of  great  burthen.'  On 
all  that  coaft  we  found  not  any  like  it:  wetherfore  honou¬ 
red  this  place  by  the  name  of  Port  Howard,  The  road  vn- 
der  Triangle  Hands, which  are  the  Weftermoft  from  the  reft 
and  ftandm  5.  degrees, whieh  hauealfoftorcof  fifh.foule, 
Deere, and  lianas  is  good,but  not  comparable  with  this  o* 
ther, where  in  all  windes  and  weather, fhippes,  though  they 
be  manie,may  all  ride  fccurelic.  The  hils  and  high  lands  arc 
limits  to  this  bay  on  each  fide :  for  to  the  Eaftward  beyond 
kappearenone  atalfandtothc  Weftward  of  Mount  Hob : 
heigh  vz ryfew*  Where  the  mountaines  faile  5  there  Brafill 
wood  is  no  farther  to  be  fought  for :  but  in  al  1  partes  cotten  * 
pepper,  filke,and  Tbalfamum  trees  do  grow  in  aboundancc,; 
Thcrootesofthe  herbe  Wiapaffa  are  here  mod  plentiful!: 

I  find  them  in  tafte  nothing  different  from  good  Ginger,  & 
in  operation  veriemedicinableagainft  the  flixe  and  head- 
ach. Theferiuers,as alfo  others  neerer  al fal out 

of  the  plaines  of  the  Empire  ouer  rockes:as  the  riuer  Carols 
doeth  intoR alcana  :  and  in  moft  places  within  the  vtmoft 
hedge  ofwoods,the  land  within  is  plaine  ,  voyd  of  trees, 
and  beareth  ftiort  grade  like  Arromaiaries  country.

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*Pawr»«»M,Morugd,  Waini,  Bdrima,  Amaeur,  Aratoori, Vinle- 
and.  From  Cdpe  Cetyll  to  Wdleand ,  the  coaft  trcndetn  200, 
leagues  next  handc  Weft  north  weft,  In  this  variety  of 
goodly  riuers,  Amtnnd  amongftthe  reft  poureth  himfclfe 
into  the  fea  in  a  large  and  decpe  channel :  his  fwiftncs  fuf- 
fereth  no  barre,nor  rcfufeth  any  (hipping  of  what  burthen 
foeucr  they  be:within  his  mouth  for  good  and  hopefull  re- 
fpeiles  is  port  Burley  placed.  The  inhabitants  that  dwell 
Ealtward,  doe neuer  pafl'e  lower  their  'Bcrbice  to  trade.  A* 
boue  Curium  in  the  woods  they  gather  great  quantities  of 
honey.  Farther  to  the  Eaftward  then  Deffekebe  ;no  Spaniard 
euer  trauclled.  In  which  refpe&,and  that  no  fea -card  that  I 
hauefccne  at  anic  time, doth  in  any  fort  nccrc  a  truth,  dc- 
fcribe  this  coaft;  I  thought  the  libertieof  impofing  Englifh 
names  to  certaine  places  of  note,  of  right  to  belong  vnto 
our  labours ;  the  rather  bccaufc  occafion  thereby  offereth 
it  felfe,gratefullie  to  acknowledge  the  honor  due  vnto  them 
that  haue  bene, and  I  hope  will  ttill  continue  ,  fauourcrsof 
this  enterprize *.The  Indians  tolhew  the  worthines  of 'DeJJe- 
kee&e(for  it  is  verie  large  and  full  of  Hands  in  the  mouth)do 
call  it  the  brother  of  Orenoque.  Itlycth  Southerly  into  the 
land,  and  from  the  mouth  of  it  vnto  the  head,  they  paile in 
twentiedayes:  then  taking  their  prouifion  they  caric  it 
on  their  (houldersone  dayes  iourncy :  afterwards  they  re- 
turne  for  their  Canoas,  and  bcarc  them  likwife  to  the  fide 
of  a  lake ,  which  the  faos  call  Roponotoini ,  the  Charibes ,  Pa* 
r/w<?:which  is  of  fiich  bigncffc^that  they  know  no  difference 
between  it  and  themaine  fea.  There  be  infinite  numbers 
of  Canoas  in  this  lake,  and  ( as  I  fuppofe)  it  is  no  ether  then 
that,  whereon  Manoa  ftandeth  :  In  this  riucr ,  which  wee 
now  call  Demerit ia, the  Spaniard s  doc  intend  to  build  them  a 
townc*  /n  Moruga  it  was, that  they  hunted  PVareo  and  his 
people,  *  about  halfca  yecre  finec.  Arromaiaric,  who 
wan  fo  great  credit  by  ouerchrowing  the  Tiuttwat  of  Ama~ 
na}  and  making  free  the  paffage  of  that  riuer,but  now  againe 
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liuethin  dilgrace,  by  reafon  that  the  Charihes  of  Gu4nip43 
haue  killed  mod ofhis  foIlowcrs,and  burnt  his  towncs.was 
prefentwiththem,ahd  tookc  away  manic  of  the  women  of 
that  place.  Arracurri  y  another  Indian of  the  nation  of  the 
Alwaccas inhabiting  in  Bartmay was  likcwife  prefent/and 
conduced  the  Spaniards  to  all  the  Indian  dwellings.  They 
were  not  Anthonie  de  Berrco  his  companic  ,  that  followed 
this  chafe,  but  were  the  Spaniards  of  (Jlfarguerita, and  the  Tj  -s  c  . 
Caraccasw ithwhom  *  Santiago yfoxh\(\x\”  his  gouernor  Ber-  a r J  Svnacr- 
n?£,ioyncd  himfelfe.  For  which  fad  he  nowlyeth  in  fetters  ftandcthth'e 
at  Trinidado ,  cucry  day  cxpc&ing  fentence  of  death*  The  Guiana  Lm- 
occafion  hereof  grew  as  followed^  gmgc,and 

When  Semr^tiauing  lofl  his  men  ,  was  left  with  Faffhardo  “  ryCPfuffid* 
at  Cumanaw  all  alone, as  forlorne ,  and  neuerlikely  tocom-  Cnt  man, 
paiTe  his  intended  conqueft  of  Guiana:  the  Gouernoursof 
the  Caraccas  and  Margveritacor\{u\(\ng  together,  font  with 
allfpecd  into  Span it, to  aduertife  their  king,  tf  at  Berrcovas 
utterly  enable  to  follow  this  enterprifo,  that  hehad  giuenit 
otier^nd  did  nowfoiorne  in  his  olde  dayesat  Faffhardo  his 
houfe,  minding  nothing  els  but  his  fblace  ,  and  recreation . 
they  farther  declared,  of  how  great  importance  this  matter 
wasrand  thatan  Snglifh  Gentleman  of  fuch  reckoning,  as 
they  named  your  Lordfhip  tobe,hauing  bene  in  the  Gnia~ 

^,and  vnderftanding  fo  much  oftheftate  thereof, and  the 
nations  thcteuntoadioyning,as  Topiavparie^ being  both  olde 
and  wife, could  informc  you  of,  whoalfo  in  confirmation 
offricndfhip,had  giuenyou  his  only  fonne ,  to  whomc  the 
inheritance  ofthe  countrev did  belong  after  him:  there  was 

no  other  likelihood,  but  that  you, who  aduenturedfofarre, 

and  in  fuch  fort  as  you  did^only  to  fee,  and  know  a  certcn- 
ty, would  leauc  nothing  vnattempted  topoflefle  fo  rich  a 
countrie ,  and  without  all  doubt  would  returne  prefentlie* 

That  mcane  time,you  had  left  this  aged  Sire  aliue ,  to  bee  a 
blockc  in  their  way, to  whomc  after  his  deccafe,  this  enter* 
prife  by  patent-  did  belong,  and  to  be  a  weake  aduerfariea- 
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gain!l  y  .tfelfiwhom  at  all  times,  you  knew  eafilie  How  to 
dill rede:  and  that  therefore  it  might  bee  behoouefull  for 
his  maieftic  to  rcuoke  Berreo  his  graunt,and  to  vfe  their  fer ' 
uice  ,  who  were  readie  and  willing  without  anie  delay  to 
vndertake  thecharge,  Thefc  newes  being  at  large  amplifi¬ 
ed  ,  and  deliuered  to  the  king  ;  Domingo  de  Vera,  Bereo  his 
Camp,  matter,  who  was  fent  into  Spawe ,  fine  moncthes  be¬ 
fore  your  arritial  to  Trtnidado ,  with  a  fufticicnt  quantitie  of 
goldc  ,  gotten  out  of  CJtiiana,  to  leuic  and  furniih  500* 
men,  hauing  gotten  knowledge  of  this  pradlifc/o  follicited 
thiscaufe  in  Bereo  his  behalfe, that  prefent  order  wasgiuen 
for  the  victualing  and  manning  of  ren  fhips  to  bee  lent  to 
Bereo:  andfarcher,  this  golde  bore  filch  waight,  that  the 
king  commanded  other  1 S.  ofhis  (hips  toftopat  Trintda- 
doy  and  not  to  follow  their  other  directions, before  they  faw 
thar  place  iecured  from  enemies,* 

i?fr^?fuppofingthat  thefe  Gouernoursinfending  with 
fuch  fpced  into  .fy^/^rncant  him  no  good: to  approouehis 
care  and  conihincie,8c that  heneuer  would yeeld  vnder  the 
burthen  of  his  aduerfc  fortune;giuing  no  time  or  breath  to 
his  aductfaries  nor  himfclf*, returned  forthwith  to  Carapana 
His  port,  onlie  with  fifteeocmen,being  the  fcattcred  rem¬ 
nant  of  tbofe,who  you  lately  difpoffeffed  of  Trtnidado. Theft 
Gouernours  followed  him,andafluring  themfeluesof  pre¬ 
fent  imployment  from  their  king  >  preoccupating  the  time 
of  thcirdirecttionsto  be  returned  from  5^/«^,entered  the 
Guiana  with  their  men,  with  full  determination  to  murthcr 
Bereo ,  and  todifpatch  all  his  companie.  They  indeed  killed 
two  or  three,  but  Bereo  fled  towards  C^/r,  where  he  flayed 
hopingfor  fuccour  from  his  fonne  Anthonie  de  Cemenes ,  to 
come  downc  the  riuer  from  Nuevo  Reyno  de  G  ran  ado  %  The 
XMitrgaeritanei  with  their  accomplices  bufied  themfelues, 
fomc  in  fearchingthecountric ,  others  in  purueying  ofvi- 
ftuals  out  of  the  riuers  that  doe  lie  Eaftward>of  which  num¬ 
ber  thefe  were,  that  entered  into  Morttg*  with  zo ;  Cdhm% 
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Santiago  pa(Ted  vp  into  Topiawaries  countrie,  and  there 
tooke  Francis  Sparrowes  Sir  George  Gifford  his  man  prifoner, 
who  with  plentic  ofgofderanfomed  his  life ,  and  is  now  a* 
biding  in  Cuntanaw*  Thndonc  ,thcy  all  returned  to  Tr ini- 
dado  ,  and  began  to  build  their  towne  there,  when  vnhap- 
happilic to  their  fmall  comfort  the  2  3.  faylcs  arriued ,  and 
tooke  Santiago  prifoner.The  other  Aftor %  in  this  Enterlude 
vaniflicd,andin Canoas  recouercd  Marguerita  and  Cuma- 
naxf  againe.  Eighteen  of  the  faidfliipsleauing  allthinges  in 
good  order,  departed  from  Trinidaao  to  follow  their  ocher 
dire&ions  :  ten  doeyetremaine  fortifying  at  Conquer  abtat 
and  expefting  our  comming. 

This  particular  relation  I  had  from  an  Indian ,  feruant  to 
Berrco ,  that  could  (pcake  Spanifb,  whom  I  tooke  in  the  ri- 
uer.  He  is  of  the  nation  of  the and  from  a  child  bredvp 
with  Berrco. I  gaue  him  trade  to  buy  him  a  Canoato  returne 
into  his  countrie  ,andfo  left  him  glad,  thathce  had  met 
with  vs* 

Now'  the  Indians  of  Moruga  being  chafed  from  their  dwel¬ 
lings,  do  feeke  by  all  means  pofsible,  to  accorde  all  theNa* 
tions  in  onc,fo  to  inuade  the  Arxaccxs,  who  were  guides  to 
the  Spaniards ,  in  flicwing  their  townes,and  betraying  them. 
For  they  are  fullie  pcrfwaded,that  by  drilling  thefe  Arwac - 
cos ,  who  ferue  the  Spaniards  (for  a  great  parte  of  this  nation 
doth  aKohatc^r  not  know  them)  out  of  their  territories! 
and  Trinrdado,thc  Spaniards  for  want  of  bread ,  will  be  infor- 
ced  to  feeke  habitation  farther  of,or  at  the  lead  in  time  con- 
fume  and  be  wafted* 

The  6%  day  of  Aprillwcccame  to  an  ancor  within  the 
mouth  of  the  riuerIW<f<i«<*,hauing  fpenttwentic  and  three 
dayes  in  difcoucricVponthiscoaft.  Thechannell  ofthisri- 
uerhath  fixcorfeucnfadam  depth  ,  nine  or  ten  miles  off  at 
fca,  the  barre  lycth  farther  oat ,  and  at  low  wratcr  hath  riot 
full  two  fadam.  It  highes  not  aboue  fiuc  footc ,  except  at  a 
fpringtyde*^Veancorcdin  ten  fadamthe  firft  night:  the 
f  <  C$  next 
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next  morning  tweluc  Canons  came  vn  to  vs.furnifhed  &  pro  - 
uided  of  victual les  after  their  manner  for  the  warres.  Their 
Captaines  names  were  sj»xwa,&nd  Aparwa.Thek  Catjiques 
when  the  Spaniards  made  the  laft  inrode  in  thofc  parts, were 
in  the  inland  amongft  the  faarevoakerie  their  neighbors,  bv 
which  occafion  hauing  loft  fbmc  of  their  wiuesffor  notwith- 
ftanding  their  profefsion  of  Chriftianitie,fomc  ofthefcSpa- 
niardskeep  ten  or  twclue  women, thinking themfelues  wel 
and  furehe  bie(fed,hovvfbeuer  they  liue ,  it  their  towne  and 
houfesbe  rehgiouOie  crofted)  they  kept  together  thirtie 
hoping  at  our  comming,which  they  had  now  lon» 
expeftcdto  recouerthis  Ioffe  vpon  them, and  the  ArWaccas 
who  in  their  abfence  had  done  this  wrong.  They  (hewed 
me  this  their  purpofe,  and  required  to  be  ioyned  in  league 
of  friendfhip  with  vs  againftour  enemies.  Whenofthera 
I  had  learned  fo  much  oftheprefcntefhteofthc  country, 
as  they  did  know:  they  demanded  whether  we  had  brought 
no  more  forces  with  vs, but  oncly  one  fhiprl  anfwcredthem 
as  before  I  did  the  others,  that  we  now  came  onlie  to  trade, 
notknowing  vntil  this  prefentthat  any  Spaniards  wer  in  the 
Guiana  ;  that  vpon  ourreturne  our  whole  Flcetc  will  ha- 
ften  to  fet  forwards,  and  that  in  the  mcane  time, we  woulde 
nowvifite  our  friends,  and  help  the  info  farre  as  we  could 
in  anic  thing, that  we  fhould  findc  needful!  prefently  to  be 
done.  After  long  difeourfe  ( for  their  chief  man  ftayed  with 
me  all  night)  when  hee  had  caufed  mee  to  fpit  in  my  right 
hand.withmanie other  ceremonies  which  they  vfc  incon- 
firmingfriendfhip ,  he  went  to  the  fhoare,and  one  of  his /V. 
mas  he  fent  to  bring  forwards  the  other  twentie :  one  other 
he  caufed  to  go  vp  the  riuer  before  vs, to  bring  intelligence. 
Then  calling  together  thechcifofhis  companie,  they  made 
fmall  fyers,and  fitting  in  their  Hamaccas,  each  one  forted 
himfel  f  with  a  companion,  recounting  amongft  themfelues 
the  wortlucft  deeds,  and  deathes  of  their  Anceftors,  execra¬ 
ting  their  enemies  moft  dcfpightfnllicA  magnifying  their 
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friendes  with  all  titles  ofipraifes  and  honour  jitfiat  mav  bee 
deuifecf.lhus  they  frttalking.and  taking  Tabasco  ibmc  two 
howers,  and  vnti'll  their  pipes  bee  all  fpent  (for  by  them 
they  meafure  the  time  of  this  their  fbleranc  conference)  no 
man  mu  ft  interrupt,or  difturbe  them  in  anie  forte  t  tor.  this 
is  their  religion,  and  prayers,  which  they  nowc  celebrated, 
keeping  a  preciic  faft  one  wholedav.in  honour  of  the  great 
Princclfcofthe  North,  their  Palroncfle&  Defender.  Their  HerMaic- 
CanoM  being  made  readic,they  accompanied  vs.and  in  the  ftir' 
way  fnewed  vs,  where  the  fhoalds  of  the  nuer.doc  lie.By  this 
Captainc  I  learned  that  -T/tfc/v^rristhcnarneofthe  coun- 
trie  where  CMacureguerai  the  firft  townc  of  the  Empire  of 
(7»/a«a,thatlycth  towardcs  Rtueana  ,is  feated  in  a  faire  and 
exceeding  large  plaine ,  bclowe  the  high  moudtaincs  that 
bcare  Northwefterly  from  it  ,that  it  is  but  three  dayes  for. 
neydiftantfrom  foapana  his  porre  land  that  Mont*  is  but 
fixedaies  farther.  That  they  thcmfelues  doe  pafle  in  three 
dayes  into  the  countrie  of  the  Iwarewabcrics  by  the  riuer  A- 
macur, which  though  it  be  not  thedircacft,yet  is  it  the  rea¬ 
died  way  to  Macuregtteraifortha.t  which  leadeth  bv  Cara- 
pana  his  dwelling  js  in  fome  places  difficult,  and  mountey- 

nous.  That  a  nation  of  clothed  people,  called  Caffamn,  doe 

dwell  not  farfrom  the  place, where  the  riuer  doth  firft  take 
the  name  of  Orenocjae, and  thatfarre  within, they  border  vp- 
on  a  fea  of  fait  water,  named  Parime.  That  a  great  riuer  cal  - 
ied  vf/rtc#riw«/,pafteth  through  their  countrie  into  Orem- 
^«f.That  Manoa  ftandeth  twentie dayes, iourney  from  the 
mouth  of  H lapoce :  fixteenc  dayes  from  Banina :  thirtecjic 
daves  from  Amacur ,  and  ten  dayes  from  A> 'atom.  That  the 
beft  way  vnto  it ,  is  not  by  Macuregaerai ,  becaufe  it  is  in 
fome  places  combcrfome  and  rockie.  That  of  all  others  the 
(  w/^rthat  dwell  high  vpin  Orenpque ,  knowemoftof  the 
inland, and  of  thole  nations,  &  that  they  fpeakno  other  lan¬ 
guage  ,  then  fuch  a slohn  your  Interpreter  doth  well  vnder- 
ftand,  He  certified  me  of  the  hcadlefle  men ,  and  that  their

moutbesin  their  breads  are  exceeding  wide.  The  name  of 
their  nation  in  the  Chanbcs  language  Chiparemniy  and  the 
Guiamaris  call  them  Erviapanomos .  What  I  hauc  heard  of  a 
forte  of  people  more  monflrous,!  omit  to  mention,  becaufe 
itisncmatterofdifficultietogetone  of  them,  andthere- 
port  otherwife  will  appear  fabulous.  Laftlie,  he  told  me  of 
an  Inland  riuer.  named  Cawraoma,  adioyning  to  ^Aratoori% 
and  that  the  CucpyKmounta\n€S,whctcCarapamdwc\\eihy 
are  hardlie accefsible*  That  the  A  wap  agates  hauc  images  of 
gold  of  incredible  bigneffc ,  and  greare  ftore  of  vnmanned 
horfes  of  the  Carackai  breed :  and  that  they  dwell  fiue  dayes 
iourny  vpthcriuer  about  Careh.  We  with  our  fleet  of  Canoas 
were  now  not  farrefrd  Carapanas  port^when  our  intelligen¬ 
cer  returned  &  informed  vs  that  ten  Spaniardes  were  lately 
gone  with  much  trade  t©  B^/«7^,wherthefe  Jndrans  dwelt, 
to  buy  Caffaua  bread;  and  that  within  one  day  twa  other  Ca 
noas  of  Spaniards  were  appointed  to  come  by  theriuer  A- 
mana ,  to  Carapa»a  his  porte.  Vpon  this  occafion  they  took 
counfelfandintheenddefircdtoreturne  to  their  houfes, 
lead  the  Spaniards  finding  them  from  homeland  imagi- 
ning  that  they  didpurpofelieabfenr  them(elucs,fhould  take 
away  their  wiues ,  and  fpoile  their  dwellings*  They  farther 
refolued,  if  it  werepofsible  to  cut  them  off.  Which  after¬ 
wards  they  did  performe.  For  when  they  were  difperfed  in 
their  houfes  (ecking  Caffaua  :  fuddenlieat  one  time,  in  all 
places  thev  were  a  {faulted, and  not  on  e  of  them  elcaped.  Ca- 
rapa»a} whofe  hande  was  in  laying  this  plot,  fent  vs  this 
newes,  as  we  returned  downe  the  riuer*  1  he  two  other  Ca- 
was  that  came  from  Tr 'mi da  do  by  Amana ,  notwithfianding 
that  we  kept  a  league  before  the  fhip  with  our  boates.fawe 
the  fhip  before  we  had  fight  of  them,and  prefentlie  with  all 
fpecd  went  to  Bcrreo  to  aduertife  him  of  our  comroing.  He 
foorthwith  difpatchcd  two  or  three  meflengers  to  7 \inida- 
do .  One  of  his  Cavoas  met  with  our  Spie ,  whome  the  Indi¬ 
ans  of  Karima  had  left  to  goc  with  vs:  they  rifled  him  of  hi* 

viftuals, 
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vidualstgaue  him  ;kniue$,and  difmilTed  him, 

In  8,  dayes  fayling-OiU  before  a  wind.wc  arriued  at  Topi- 
aw  tries  pottc ,  in  all  which  time  ho:  Indian  that  wee  knewe 
cameaboord  vs.  For  thetime  of  cur  returne  promifed  at 
your  Lordfhips  departure  from  thence, being  expired;  they 
indifpair  feuered  thefeluesamong!!  the  other  nations  Here 
the  Spaniards  haue  feared  their  Rar.terta  of  (ome  twentie 
orthirtichonfcs,  The  high  rockie  Ilande,thar  lyeth  in  the 
iniddeftoftheriqer,againlrt  the  mouth  of  C*rah, is  t  r  f 

or  refuge, when  they  mifdoubt  faictic  in  their  town  ,or  haue 
notice  or  any  pradifc  again!!  them  :  but  nowc  leaning  both 
towneand  lland,theyjoynedthemfelues  altogether, and re¬ 
tiring  to  the  mouth  of  the  riucr.  Caroti, placed  there  a  fecrct 
arabufhito  defend  the  paflage  to  thofe  mines  from  whence 
your  Oarc  and  white  (loncs  were  taken  the  lad  ycare :  We  e 
all  not  without  grief;  to  fee  our  fclues  thus  defeated  >  &  our 
hungrie  hopes  made  voide  ,  were  witnefles  o t  this  their 
remoouc.  As  we  road  at  ananjeor  within  mus  ket  fhot  of  their 
tovrine,an  Indian  came  ynto  vs  with  leane  cheekes  ,thinne 
haire,and  afquifltcye,  to  informe  vs  that  they  were  verie 
flrong,  that  Berreo  his  fon  was  with  him  ,  that  they  had  but 
twojxnail  Pynnacers  atT rim^doy  which  they  davlie  looked 
for  to  come  vp  the  riuer,and  laftlic^o  view  our  Chip  wefand 
ourprouifon,  but  efpecialhc  to  leame  whether  CjH*luro7Xo~ 
pfawanelus  fonne  were  with  vs* 

(  This  Informers  yerie  countenance  gaue  him  to  bee  fuf- 
pefted ,  and  therefore  partlie  by  threacning,partlic  by  pro- 
mife  ofreward  we  won  him  to  confefle  the  trueth.  Which 
he  did^fTuring  vs  that  Berreo  had  not  full  5  y.men  with  him, 
whereof  twentie  came  lately  from  7 rmtdado.i  twentie 
Nnetto  T^eynoyind  the  reft  hee  brougt  withMn^ahout  fixe 
moncth$fince,whenhefledfrom  QarAparta  his  port  , 
driuen  with  hisfmall  companic  tokeepe  the  forefaid  Hand 
ncer  Gtr*/&  And  that  though  now  his  number  is  thus  increa* 
fed, yet  darethhenotaduenture  at  any  timetoleaue  thefall 

woods* 


woods, and  to  goc  but  halfe  a  league  from  his  holdeinto  the 
plains.  That  fomc  few  of  the  Arwaccas  are  abiding  with  him 
That  he  dailie  looketh  for  his  fonne  from  Nucho  %eyno  >  for 
his  Carnperaaiflcr  from  and  for  horfesfrom  the 

Caraccas.  That  Topiawarie  n  dead  :  the  Indians  of  that  coaft 
all  fled,anddifperfcd5cxccpting  die  fonne  ofone  C urmatoi, 
and  another  woman  of  account,  whom  the  Spaniards  hold 
prifoners,forconfentingtothedeath  of  their  nine  mcn,& 
the  holic  Frier  in  CMorekko  his  time.  This  Curmatoi  is  fled 
towards  Guanipa, and  is  a  man  of  fpeciall  note  amongft  the 
Topiawarie  IndianS+That  Pfriakanaric  *Cjuakero\\\sv\t£YQ,  kinfman,hath 
his  ronnc.  held  the  country  to  his  vfc,by  his  fathers  appointment,euer 
fincc  your  being  in  the  riuer.  Tftir there  are  ten  (hippcs,and 
manic  Spaniards  at TrintdadoJThtt  the  Indians  ourfriendes 
did  fcare,lcaft  you  with  your  companie  were  all  flaine,  and 
your  (hips  funke  at  Cumanavp  (for  fo  the  Spaniards  noyfed  it 
amongft  them*)  that  fomc  of  Quaker#  his  frinds  with  P.utif- 
ma,  were  in  theniouhtaincs  notfarrefrom  the  hill  Aio,Kr\& . 
that  Berreo  had  fent  for  fixe  pecces  of  ordinance,  which  hce 
meant  to  plante,  where  they  might  beft  commaund  the 
riucr,  *  .  ...  1  •  r  '} 

When  we  had  flayed  here  twodayes  ,  confidering  that 
where  no  hope  was  left  of  doing  good:  to  abide  there  in 
harmes  way  doing nothing,it  would  be  bootlefie:]  refolued 
to  feek  Putijma  in  the  mountcines :  and  turning  downe  the 
riuer  with  the  force  of  the  flreame  fome  twentie  miles  in 
fixehoures:  the  next  morning  with  tennefoot  I  went  a- 
fhore,  intending  if  the  Indians  (hould  thinke  themfelues  too 
wcake,  with  our  helpe  to  difplant  the  Spaniardes :  tofet 
fome  of  them  on  workc,for  hatchets  and  kniues  to  rcturne 
vs  gold  graines ,  and  white  ftones  from  fuch  placcs3as  they 
fiiould  be  direfted  vnto.  When  we  came  to  the  place  of  their 
vfuall  abode :  we  fa  wc  that  they  latelie  had  bene  there,  but 
could  (peakc  with  noneofthem  It  may  bethatfeare(whicfo 
is  cafie  of  belcefc  )  perfwaded  them  that  wee  were  Spa¬ 
niards 
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niards,  Gilbert  my  Pylot,  here  offered  to  bring  vs  cythcr  to 
the  mync  of  white  (tones  necre  lyinicapont,  or  els  to  a  goldc 
mvne, which  had  (hewed  him,being  but  one  dayes 

iourney  oucr  land,  from  the  place  where  wc  now  flayed  at 
an  ancor*  I  (awe  farre  off  the  mountaine  adioyning  to  this 
golde  mine, and  hauing  meafured  their  paths  ncre  the  fame 
place  this  laftyeare,  could  not  iudge  lttobcefifiecne  miles 
from  vs,  I  dqcwell  remember  how  comming  that  way  with 
the  yearc  before, he  pointed  to  this  fame  mountain 
making  figns  to  haue  me  go  with  him  thither,  I  vnderftood 
his  (ignes,and  marked  the  place,but  miitooke  his  meaning, 
imagining  that  he  would  haue  (hewed  mce  the  ouerfallof 
thcriuer  CnrWara  from  the  mountains. My  Indmn  (lie  wed  me 
in  what  fort  without  diging  they  gather  the  gold  in  the  (and 
of  a  final  riuer,named  Macxwtm ,  that  fprmgcth  and  fallcth 
from  the  rocks, where  this  mine  is.  And  farther  told  me, that 
he  was  with at  what  time  Mgrebjo  was  to  be  exc* 
cured  by  the  Spaniards  &  that  then  thecheif  of  Morekitohis 
friends  were  in  confutation,  to  (hew  this  mine  vnto  the, if  fo 
they  might  redeem  their  Captains  lifc;but  vpo  better  aduife, 
fuppofing  them  in  thiscafc  to  bee  implacable,  and  that  this 
might  proouc  a  means  to  loofe  not  only  their  king,but  their 
country  alfo:  they  hauctothis  day  concealed  it  from  them, 
being  of  all  others  the  richcft.and  mod  plentifull.The  a* 
ged  fort,  to  keep  this  from  common  kno  wlcdge,hauc  dcui- 
(ed  a  fable  of  a  dangerous  Dragon  that  haunteth  this  place 
and  dcuoureth  all  that  come  neeric.But  our  Indian  ,  if  when 
we  rcturnejWc  doc  bring  (lore  of  ftrong  wine  (which  they 
loue  beyond  mcafurc)  with  it  will  vndertakc  foto  charmc 
this  Dragon,that  he  (hall  do  vs  no  harme. 

I>  that  for  this  end  came  from  home,  and  in  this  iourney 
had  taken  much  more paincs  tolefle  purpofe,  would  veric 
gladlic  from  this  mountaine  haue  taken  (o  good  a  proofs 
towitnesmybeing  in  the  countrev  butwithall  confide- 
ring  that  not  onc/;w&g#ofour  knownc  friendes  came  vn¬ 
to  vs  :that  *D<m  I uah  the  cofen  of  Gnaltero ,  who  liueth  here  a 
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cuoltfrom  the  Spaniard  was  now  in  elettion  to  bee  chiefe 
commander  ofal!  the  Indian  Forces  in  thole  partes ,  cannot 
in  pollicie,for  GuJtero  his  fake,whofe  inheritance  he  fou°ht 
to  vfurpe,bea  faft  friend  vnto  vs:  that  the  Spaniards  abiding 
in  TVtnicapora  (for  there  were  ten)  might  well  before  wee 
could  doe  any  thing,  and  returne,caufe  fome  others  of  Bet- 
reo  his  men  to  ioyne  with  them ,  in  the  way  to  intercept  vs ; 
and  forethinking  withall ,  that  there  being  no  meanes,  but 
by  our  feltlcs  to  make  known  our  di(coucric;if  we  returned 
not;  in  our  misfortune  the  hope  of  following  this  voyage 
would  be  buried :  but  befides  all  this,  and  the  refpeft  of  fuch 
fpvals,  as  the  Spaniards  kept  to  obferuc  our  dooings,  fore¬ 
knowing  that  if  the  enemie  fhould  by  our  lingring  flop  our 
paflage, which  in  one  or  two  places  of  aduantage ,  fewe  of 
them  might  eafilie  doe:it  would  be  a  queftion  how  with  our 
fhip  to  get  out  of  the  riuer,  except  firli  wee  could  remoouc 
them:  I  thought  it  bed  (all  other  pofsibilities  let  apart)  to 
feekeintimetobee  free  from  the  hazard  of  the  forfaid  euil 
paflages, 

Whileft  we  were  fearching  at  the  fhore  for  the  Indians, my 
barge  took  a  Canon, with  three  meninhentheoneaferuanc 
to  rBerrco{ as  before  is  mentioned,)  the  other  two  marchants 
of  Cajfam,  They  had  a  letter  fent  from  the  Goucrnour  to  be 
coueicd  to  TrinicUdo:  which  I  receiued. There  was  alfoa  great 
hatchet ,  and  twentiekniues ,  wherewith  this  Indian  feruant 
fhould  buy  a  Cama ,  and  hyre  Indians  to  carie  her  vp  the  ri- 
Eer  towards  Nneuo'Reyno,  Tins Cansa  forfooth  with  foure 
others  was  to  be  fent  to  bring  downe  Berreo  his  fonne  with 
all  hisforccs,which  nowhaue  bene  I  think,full  three  yeares 
in  preparing.  If  fiuc  fuch  boates  be  fufficicnt  to  conuoy  him 
his  men, and  all  their  prouifiomit  may  feemc,  hee  commeth 
with  no  great  ftrength. 

This  feruant ,  as  he  wa*  a  man  ofefpcciall  truft,.andneer 
Berreo',  fo  appeared  hee  to  haue  fome  infight  in  his  procee¬ 
dings*  I  Ice  foe  wed  mee  that  the  Indians ,  who  with  thefe 
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kniues  fliouM  be  hired ,  were  to  parte  vp  fo  high,  as  where 
fome  of  the  Cajfa»ari  do  dwell  in  fmall  yillages.That  Uerrea 
hispurpofewas,  when  they  came  thither  toleauc  them 
there ,  and  make  them  his  cliiefe  Officers  oucr  the  other 
Indians :  and  in  their  places  fomc  of  the  Cafanan  ftioiftdrc* 
turn;who  likewifefhouldbcmadc  Xufticesani  Conftables 
ouer  them  of  Guiana  :  that  from  Trim  dado  he  meant  to  re- 
mOouc  moftof  the  old  inhabitants,that  would  be  traceable; 
and  incerpofe  them  amongft  the  Cajfanarians  of  Gtuanay 
and  the  Guiamans  of  the  fafjdnari*  That  xhcArwaccas  ilioyld 
wholly  poflfefle  Trtnidado ,  and  the  riucr fide  c [  "Rafcanay 
That  they  alreadic  wereprouidedofthreefcore  Negroes^  to 
worke  the  mines  in  thefe  places-  And  that  by  this  meancs 
Bftrco  hoped  to  kccpethcfcfeuerall  nations  in  mutual  en- 
mitie  each  againft other, all  to  ferue  his  turne ,  and  neuer to 
become ftrong, or  likclic  to  ioinethefclues  againft  him. He 
farther  flic  wed  me  that  Top  iaw  arte  foone  after  our  depar¬ 
ture  from  the  riuer ,  fled  into  the  mountaincs  carrying 
Hugh  God'vjn  with  him ,  and  leauing  a  Subftirutc  in  his 
countricjasaforcfaidjand  that  the  next  newes  they  heard 
of  him  was, that  he  was  deadband  the  Englifih  boy  eaten  by 
a  Tygcr.  That  the  Spaniardcs  bclceuc  neither  the  one,  nor 
the  other.  That  about  the  end  of  Iune,  when  the  riucr  (hall 
be  impaflablcjthe  ten  (hips  (hall  depart  from  T rinidado,  And 
that  B^rracuer fin cc  his  comming  to  Guiana*  hath  fpent 
his  time  altogether  in  purucying  of  viduals,  whereof  there 
is  fuch  fcarfitie , by  reafon  that  the  Indians  forfaking  their 
houfeSjhaue  not  this  half  year  planted  any  of  their  grounds, 
that  the  Spaniards  arc  inforccd  to  fecke  their  bread  far  off, 
and  content  themfelucs  to  Hue  with  little. 

I n  failing  vp  the  riucr, we  pafl'ed  by  T iparimackp  his  port, 
which  in  one  place  is  veriefhoald,  the  channeU  lying  clofc 
aboord  the(hoare.  We  returned  therforc  another  way  by 
the  maine  riucr  on  the  South  fide :  this  branch  we  founde 
large, deepen'd  without  danger.  When  we  were  come  ticrc 
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Carapana  his  port ;  he  fent  fiue  or  fixe  fcuerall  Cattoai ,  pro  • 
mifing  this  day  and  the  next,  that  he  would  come  aud  fpeak 
with  vs.Thus  we  lingred  fix  orfeuen  daies,but  hecame  not. 
In  the  end  hee  fent  one  of  his  aged  followers ,  tocertific  vs, 
that  he  was  fickc.olde  and  wcakeithatthc  wayes  necre  his 
dwelling  arc  not  eafie :  and  that  therefore  he  defired  vs  to 
hold  himexcufedfor  not  comming.  This  olde man  dilated 
vnto  vstliat  Carapana  in  hopeof  our  rcturne.hath  cult  fincc 
your  Lordfhips  being  in  that  countric,  kept  the  mountains, 
where  the  Spaniards  can  hardlie  anie  way  inforce  himjthat 
they  haue  taken  from  him  and  his  people  ,manie  of  their 
wiucs,becaufe  they  refufed  to  furnifh  them  wcckclic  with  a 
certaine  proportion  of  bread  and  viflualles :  that  'Bon  !nan 
othefwife  called  tp  irttca.no  hath  the  commandement  of  all 
his  fubied-cs.exceptingonclieachoifeguarde  ofmenfuffi- 
eient  to  keep  the  place  heencwdwellethin.Thatitrepcn- 
teth  Him  of  his  ambition ,  euer  to  haue  fought  by  the  Spani¬ 
ards  rneanes  ,  to  haue  enlarged  his  countries  and  people. 
For  true  it  is  thatfronithe  beginninihewasaLordofno 
other  then  ordinarie  power  amongll  them,  vm  il  he  had  en¬ 
tered  into  frinedlhip  with  Berreo  ;for  then  the  Indians  on 
all  fidcs  left  fome  their  habitations, and  manic  their  com¬ 
manders  to  become  his  fubieftes,  that  fo  they  might  haue 
the  priuiledge  to  trade  with  the  Spaniards  for  hatchets  and 
kniues ,  which  are  rare  jewels  of  great  price  amongft  them, 
that  he  now  faw  no  other  choifc,but  that  tiie  Indians  mull, 
if  they  will  doe  well ,  without  farther  diffembling  of  their 
ncccfsitie,  either  entertaine  vs  their  friends, or  els  giuc  place 
to  the  Spaniards  their  enemies.  For  the  plcntie  of golde  that 
is  in  this  countric. being  now  known  and  difeouered, there 
is  no  pefsibilnie  for  them  to  keepcit:  on  the  one  fide;  they 
could  fcele no  greater  milerie,  nor  feare  more  extremitie, 
then  they  werefuretofinde,if  the  Spaniardes  preuayled, 
who  perforce  doe  take  all  things  from  them,  vfing  them  as 
then  fkucsjto  runne,  to  rowc^to  be  their  guides ,  to  carrie 
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their  burthens, and  that  which  is  worftof  all,  to  be  content, 
forfaftic  oftheir  liucs,to  leauc  their  women  ,ifa  Spaniard 
chauncebut  tofethiseieon  anieofthemtofancicner:  on 
the  other  fide;  they  could  hope  for, nor  defire  no  better  ftatc 
and  vfage,  then  her  Maicfties  gracious  goutrnment,  and 
princelie  vertuesdopromife,and  afifurc vntothem.  For, 
faidhe,  when  the  other  veare,we  fled  into  the  mountains, 
and  mcafuringyour  doinges  by  the  Spaniardcs  in  like  cafe, 
inadeno  other  account,  butthatyour  Commander  being 
able, as  he  was,would  doubtlefle  haucperfecutcd  vs  to  the 
vttermoft  ,  as  the  onlie  maintaineres  and  fupportets  of 
your  enemies, and  would  at  the  leali ,  if  hce  could  not  reach 
vs,  take  our  townes.and  make  vs  ranfome  our  wiucs  and 
children:  we  found  it  farre  otherwife,and  that  none  ofyour 
Well  gouerned  companic  durfl  offer  any  of  vs  wrong  orvi* 
olence.no  net  by  Health  when  vnknowne  they  might  haue 
done  it.  We  then  bcleeuing  it  to  be  true ,  that  your  grand 
Captaine  reported  of  his  PrinfelTc,  tooke  this  fora  good 
preofe  ©f  herroyallconmiandcincntand  wifedome,  that 
bad  framed  her  fubiefts  tofuch  obcdience,and  ofyour  hap* 
pincfle ,  that  cnioyed  thebenefite  thereof:  that  Campam 
weighing  the  good  and  friendlie  courfe  of  our  proceedings, 
doth  humbliecraue  of  her  Maieftieforlnmfelfand  his  peo¬ 
ple, that  with  the  ref  t  of  tb t  Indians ,  whit  h  whollie  depende 
on  her  princelie  regard  towards  them;  hce  alfo  may  enioy 
her  fauourable  protection .  that  he  doth  this,  not  as  a  man 
left  vnto  liim(elfe,and  forfaken  by  the  Spaniards ,  but  as  one 
that  knoweth  their  iriiuftice  hateth  their  cruelties.&taketh 
it  fos  his  beff  choife.vtterlicto  diftlaime  their friendihip.  It 
may  bee  pertinent  (as  furelie  it  is  a  thing  worth  the  noting) 
to  confider  how  this  president,  ofyour  moderation  &  good 
order,  which  to  vs  feemeth  a  matter  but  cffmal.and  ordina- 
rie  refpeft, hath  both  alienated  their  hearts  altogether  from 
the  Spaniard .  and  (tirred  vp  in  them  true  leue  and  admi¬ 
ration  thcrof.For  as  gouernment  is  the  only  bond  of  cora- 
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tnon  focietic :  fotomenlawlcfle  ,that  each  one  to  another 
are,  Omnes  hoc  iure  moleftifluo  fortes:  To  men,I  fay,  that  liue 
in  day  lie  tumultes,  feares ,  doubtes  >  fufpitions,  barbarous 
craelties,neuer  deeping  fecure,but  alwaies  either  drunkc,or 
pra&ifing  one  another*  death:  to  fuch  men  as  thefe  be,who 
wanting  difeipline  ju(licc,&  good  order  to  confirme  them 
in  a  quiet  and  peaceable  courfe  of  liuingknowe  nor  where 
to  find  it:  the  fence  and  fweetnefle  thereof^  as  the  dewc  of 
Hermon  t  it  is  as  theharmonie  of  a  well  tuned  Inftrumcnt: 
to  be  briefest  carieth  initfelfenotonlieadueand  woithie 
commendation  ;but  is  auayleable  without  ftroke  ftriking 
to  gaine  a  kingdome,  For  the  Indians  in  all  partes  within  and 
neerc  the  Cjuiana,  doc  offer  their  feruice,  andpromife  to 
prouide  vi&uall, and  what  els  their  countrie  yeeldeth,  de¬ 
firing  onlie  that  fome  forccof  men  may  remaine  with  thbaij 
to  deliuer  them  from  opprefsion  andtyrannie.Andnowby 
generall  confent(though  hatchets  and  kniues  be  the  onelic 
things  ofrequeft  and  vfefull  vnto  them)  they  hauc  agreed  * 
by  no  means  to  trade  with  the  Spaniard  for  anic  thing.  Far-* 
ther,  this  old  man  (lie  wed  me.whecemoft  of  their  gold  Co¬ 
meth,  that  is  formed  in  fo  manie  &  diuers  fa  (hions.*  whence 
their  Splecne-ftoncs.and  others  ofall  fortes  arc  to  be  had  in 
plentie :  where  gold  is  to  be  gathered  in  the  fandes  of  their 
riuers :  from  what  partes  the  Spaniards^both  by  trade,  and 
otherwife,  haue  returned  much  goldc,  This  he  vttcrcd  with 
Csrapattahis  confcnt(I  doubt  not)  hoping  thereby  to  in¬ 
duce  vs  to  returne  againe.  For  contrarie  to  their  lawcof 
fccrecic,  which  in  this  cafe  they  doe  all  gcnerallie  obferue, 
fharplic  punifhing  the  breakers  thereof,  as  enemies  vnto 
their  natiue  countrie:  I  found  this  man  no  whit  fcrupulous, 
but  verie  free  and  liberallof  fpeechinall  things. 

Andbecaufewemightknow,  that  wee  fhould  not  want 
bandes  or  helpc,  in  this  or  anic  other  our  enterprifes, if  per¬ 
haps  we  (hould  find  caufe  to  pafTc  vp  to  the  head  of  this  ri- 
ua ;  he  declared  that  the  Spaniards  haue  no  Indians  to  trufl: 
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vntobutfotnc  of  the  Aryvaccts  >  which  fince  they  were  not 
inanie  could  be  but  of  final  force :  That  the  Qharibes  of  Gtux* 
nipa,  the  C tmanna*  amongft  the  Xihitiuasfixt  ShebaiosJaos9 
- Antajpagotos y  Cajfipag&tos ,  Putpag&tos  ,  Samipagotost  Strorvos, 
Etaiguinams>Caflamari)W\th  the  reft  of  the  nations  farre  and 
neere,  were  all  readie,onwhat  fide  foeucr  the  Spaniard  Dial 
ftirre,  to  fight  againft  them:  that  the  Partagotos,  through 
whofe  country  they  muft  firft  pafle,are  alone  fufficier  to  in- 
counter  them/uch  is  the  ftrength  of  their  countric,  and  the 
valure  ofthemen.The  Indians  hold  opinion,  that  they  are 
notable  forccrers,and  inuulnerable  Jn  the  mountains  where 
they  dwell  white  ftones  are  founde  of  fuch  hardnefle ,  that 
by  no  arte  or  meanesthey  can  bee  pcarccd  :  they  imagine 
that  thefc  Pariagotos  become  inuulnerable ,  bv  eating  theft 
ftones.  The  fable  omitted,  happelie  they  may  prooue  good 
Diamonds. 

Then  hee  fhewed  howeth t  Trvarewakcri  haue  nourifhed 
graffe  in  all  places ,  where  pafiage is,thefe  three  yeares,  and 
that  it  is  at  this  prefent  fohighasfome  of the  trees;  which 
they  meane  to  burne ,  fo  foone  as  the  Spaniard  (hall  be  with¬ 
in  danger  thereof.  Laftlic,  hefliewedmecthat/^w/w^- 
gotc  the  Emperours  chicfe  Captainc  for  thofe  partes ,  hath 
gathered  together  manie  thoufands  of  the  Zpuremat  Xo  keep 
the  borders  of  the  Empire; and  that  hee  lay  now  on  the 
fouth  fide  ofthc  rnountaines , fome  one  dayes  iourncy,  or 
little  more  from  the  Spaniard*  To  be  ftiort,hce  certified 
me ,  that  they  all  were  refolued  not  to  feeke  vpon  them(for 
indeed  they  feare  their  (hot)  but  to  defend  their  owne;and 
to  expefiour  comming.  In  the  meane  time  they  take  op¬ 
portunities,  when  they  finde  anie  of  them  ftragglipg  or 

deuidedfrom  their  ftrength, by  little  &  little,  to  leffcn  their 
number. 

The  place, wbtre  wc  were  at  an  ancor  was  but  one  daics 
journey  from  Carapana :  I  therefore  made  motion  to  this 
Captainc  toftaiewith  twoorthree  ofhis  company  aboord 
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the  (hip ,  &  to  caufehis  men  to  bring  me  with  my  Interpret 
tevtoCarAp*nah\s  dwelling: he anfwered that  itwere  not 
good  fo  to  doe,leaft  perhaps  fomcSpie  might  in  forme  the 
Spaniardes  thereof,  whereby  daunger  would  growe  to  Ca« 
rapana.  For  they  haue  manie  times  vfedmanie  meancs  to 
reconcile  him  vnto  them:  but  hcc  from  time  to  time  hath 
dalyed  with  them ,  neither  pro fefsing  himfelfc  their  enemyf 
nor  in  aught  (hewing  them  aniefnendihip,  Nowjaid  hee) 
if  the  Spaniard  (hall  by  anic  mcancs  come  to  knowledge, 
that  you  haue  conferred  togethcr,they  wil  l  take  this  occafi- 
on  toperfecutehim  with  all  extremitie,  as  their  open  enc- 
mie,  whom  they  now  neg!cft,or  at  the  leaft  fearc  not,  as  be¬ 
ing  an  harmelcfle  olde  man, And  for  this  caufeonelie  hath 
Carapana  forborne  to  come  vnto  you. 

By  this  I  perceiucd,  that  today  longer  for  him(though 
gladlic  Icouldhauc  bene  content  to  fpende  one  feuenights 
more  to  fpeakc  with  him}  would  bee  purpofcleffe*  Where¬ 
fore  hauing  affured  fo  manie  of  the  Indians ,  as  at  anic  time 
came  vnto  vs, of  our  fpeedie  rccurne,promifing  them  plenty 
of  kniueSjbeadcs,  and  hatchets  ,  if  they  would  refer  ue  their 
Cajjdnayzt\d  prouide  ftore  oftheirpeccciofgolde  for  vs:  I 
defiredthis  Captainc  to  bee  a  meanes  that  our  fricndcs 
of  Trimdado  might  vndcrftand  of  our  being  in  the  riucr,  and 
that  wee  meant  to  releeue  them  fo  foone,  as  conueni- 


entlie  might  bee.  Hee  promifed  in  Carapava  his  bchalfc, 
that  this  (liould  not  be  forgotten.  One  of  the  Captaincs  of 
thcCjratoann**,  who  doe  now  dwell  in  the  riucr  Arawwo% 
necrc  7r/>/^^,vndcrtookeaI(b  without  faile  to  afeertaine 
them  thereof.  I  was  the  more  carefull  hcrein,bccaufe  fo  ma¬ 
ny  (hips  being  there, I  doubted  lead:  they  would  take  order 
that  no  /«^4w(hould(pcakewith  vs*  For  fo  indeed  it  fell 


Out. 

This  Captain  of  the  C y  wanna  came  likewife  to  ioyn  with 
vs ,  and  had  prouided  fifteen  Qanoas  for  that  purpofc»  Their 
dwelling  was  lately  in  M***r*«>whcr  the  Spaniards  one  night 

dealing 
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ifealmg  on  thetn,Idlled  twentic  of  their  men, and  burnt  their 
houfes ,  becaufe  they  refufed  to  trade  with  them  for  certain 
images  of  gold  made  with  manic headcs ,  which  they  had 
gotten  out  of  the  Guiana*  I  fent  a  prefen  t  of  Yron  to  C 
^/*,and  then  fet  foita 

In  turning  downctheriuer  we  fpent  eight  daies.  -In  ma¬ 
nic  places  where  the  cbannelllyeth,wrec  found  twentic  fa- 
clam  depth  :  where  it  is  fholdeff  wee  had  two  fackmand  & 
halfe,and  that  butin  one  or  two  places.  Ofthe  woorthy- 
neffe  of  this  iriucr, becaufe  I  cannot  fay  ynough,  Iwil  lpcalc 
nothing,  Wee  haue  prefumed  to  call  it  by  the  name  of 
fW^**,becaufc  your  fclfc  was  thefirft  of  our  nation  thatc- 
ucrcntrcd  thcfamc,andl  thinke  it  nothing  inferiour  to  A- 
mafones  ,  which  is  bed  knownc  by  the  name  of  Orcliana,  the 
firddi(coucrcrthcrcof*By  turning  onlie,without  helpcof 
ewers, to  paffe  fo  long  a  way,  in  fo  Ihortc  a  time,  againft  the 
windc,may  fufFicicntly  proouc  ,  that  the  channell  is  vc.rie 
large,  good, and  likelic  to  fccond  our  hopes  in  all  that  we 
can  defire.  Without  the  mouth  ofthis  riucr ,  our  Pynnacc, 
the  Difeouerer^home  wee  loft  neercthrcoall  of  England^ 
camcvnto  vs.She  fel  with  this  land  fomewhat  to  theSouth- 
ward  o {Cape  Orj/^and  had  fpent  three  weeks  and  od  daict 
in  ranging  alongft  the  coafl,whcn  flic  met  with  vs.  William 
J)ovpne  the  Maiftcr ,  informed  me  thatr they  entred ,  &  fcar- 
ched  thefe  fourc  riuers*  I  nwiafoca  they  fay  led  fo  farre ,  vntil 
the  rocks  flopped  their  paflage.  In  Caiane  they  went  vp  one 
dayes  iourny*  In  Cunanama  they  found  manic  inhabitants, 
Curitini  was  the  laft  riuer  they  had  bene  in  .Whence,  hauing 
no  other  means  to  find  Kalcdna,  they  were  inforced  to  bor¬ 
row  a  Pilot  againfl  his  wil:  whom  afterwards  I  would  haue 
returned  with  reward  to  his  contcntmcntjbut  he  would  not. 

Our  Engliflithat  toftealethc  firft  blcfsing  of  an  vntra- 
ded  place, will  perhaps  fecrctlic  haften  thither ,  may  bee  be¬ 
holding  to  me  for  this  caueat,if  they  take  notice  thereof. 
They  may  be  aflurcd,that  this  people, as  they  no  way  fought

our  harmc,  butvfed  our  men  with  all  kindnefle:  Co  are  they 
impacientoffuch  a  wrong,  a?  cohauc  anie  of  their  people 
perforce  taken  from  them, and  will  doubtlefle  feek  reueno-e* 
1  he  example  of  the  like  prattife  vpon  the  coaft  of  Gimiejn 
theyearc  1566*  and  againe  at  Dominica ,  where  Alderman 
Wats  his  (hipfaardlie  efcaped  being  taken  may  feme  for  our 
warning  in  like  cafe  to  looke  for  no  good  ,  before  they  bee 
fatisfied  for  this  imurie* 


When  we  had  taken  aboordvsfuch  viftuals  as  were  in 
the  Pytinacc:  we  fet  fire  in  her,  (for  her  Rudder  could  ferae 
her  to  no  longer  vfe)and  flopping  the  floods, plyed  to  wind- 
ward  with  the  ebbe  neerethe  fha>are,vntili  wewerefixteen 
leagues  to  the  EafKvard  of  the  riuers  mouth  ,  and  then  flan- 
dingoffco  fea,  wefellm  24  houres  fayiingwith  Panto  G al¬ 
ter*  the  Northeaflermoft  part  of  Trinidad#.  But  hauing  To¬ 
bacco  Hand  in  fight,  we  firft  went  thither.This  Hand  is  plen- 
tifivll  ofallthmges,and  a  very  good  foyle.  It  is  not  nowe 
inhabited, becaufe  the  Chanbcs of  'Tomtnica  are cuil neigh¬ 
bours  vnto  it  They  of  Trtmdado  haue  a  meaning  and  pur- 
pofe  to  flic  thither  when  no  longer  they  can  keep  Trtnida - 
^♦Theironlie  doubt  is  that  when  they  are  feated  there,  the 
Spaniard  will  feeke  to  poflefle  ikalfo,  The  Gouernour  of 
Afarguerita  went  lateliein  a  pynnace  to  viewe  this  llandf 
CjUbert  my  Pylot  who  f  mtimeiiued  there  noteth  it  for  the 
beft  and  fruitfulleft  ground  that  he  knoweth,  v. 

^  hence  we  returned  to  Panto  Gallera  and  ancored  in  ten 
fadam  vnder  the  northfide  of  the  Ilande  lomefiue  or  fixe 


miles  from  the  faid  point  The  floud-rydeRrikethalongfl: 
the  (-oafl  to  the  EaAward  verie  flronglie.  Wee  difeharged  a 
peecc  ofordinance  andafterwardes  went  to  the  fhoarein 
our  boat:  but  no  Indian  came  vnto  vs.  I  would  haue  fenfc  fohn 
of  r  vhndaio  to  procure  feme  of  them  to  fpeake  with  vs :  but 
he  was  altogether  vnwilling,allcadging  that  their  dwellings 
werefat  re  w'thi’n  the  mountainei,and  that  he  knew  no  part 
of  that  fldeof  the  iland.Fro  this  place  wc  fetfaile  for  S  .Lace 
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but  fell  with  the  Granada ,  which  we  found  not  inhabited* 
S Vincent  we  hardly  rccouercd  by  turning  vnder  the  liegh  of 
the  Iiand.  The  7^cc/?ofthis  place  is  good:  but  the  Indians 
being C^«;^//,proit)ifing  vs  ftote,and  delaying  \  s  from  day 
to  day,  fought  onlie  opportunity  to  betray/ake  and  eat  vs* 
as  latclie  they  had  dcuoured  the  whole  companie  of  a 
French  fhip.This  their  treacherie  being  by  one  of  their  (Lues 
reuealed,  from  thei  cefoorth  they  did  all  ferbeare  to  come 
vntovs.  Tolitdowne  on  their  lowe  ftooles ,  when  they  by 
otfring  (uchcafe,  wdl  fee  rue  to  fhewe  curttfie,  abodeth 
death  to  (Grangers,  thatfhalltruft  them.  At  Aiataiino  wee 
feundnotanv  inhabitants,  Lafthc,  wee  came  to  n omtntca . 
where  w.eeouid  get  no  good  Tobacco,  But  hauing  intelli¬ 
gence  ot  aSpanifn(hip,thatwasrakinginof  ficfli  water ,  at 
the  nerthuefl  fide  of  the )  land*, we  waved  ancor  to  feck  him 
Hedcfcrying  dole  away  by  night-  (he  Indians  q{  this 
place  haucderermined  ro  remoouc,and  ioync  with  them  of 
^againfi:  the  ^pama^d. ,  who  lately  difocopled  ore  of 
their  riads,&  at  our  being  *  her, one  of  their  C  anoa  returned 
fro  Cjuanspa ,  &  certified  vs  that  the  ten  Spamfh  (hips  at  7W- 
xidado ,  do  ride  fome  of  them  at  C onejucrabia ,  the  reft  at  the 
fmall  llandcs  neere  the  difimboging  place.  Herehcncc  wee 
fleered  North  and  by  Eaft,  taking  thcdirc&eft  courfc  to 
(hotten  our  way  homewards. 

Thus  haue  I  emptied  your  purfe,  fpending  my  time  and 
traucll  in  following  your  Lordfhipsdiredions  for  the  full 
difcouery  ofthiscoaft,and  the  nuers  thereof  Concerning 
the  not  making  of  a  voyage  for  your  priuate  profit,  I  pre¬ 
tend  nothing,  Soric  1  am,that  where  I  fought  no  excufe,by 
the  Spaniards  being  there,  I  founde  my  defeft  remedilefte, 
And  for  mine  ownc  part, I  doc  proteft,  that  if  the  confide- 
ration  of  the  publikc  good,  that  maycnfuc^ad  notouer- 
poyfed  all  other  hopes, and  defires:  1  would  rather  haue  ad¬ 
ventured  by  fuchfmallandwcakeraeancsasl  had,  to  doc 
well  with  danger,  then  to  rtturne  onlic  with  fafctic*  Now 
,  E  2  although 
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although  in  a  caufe  not  doubtful!  9  my  allegation  is  no  way 
needful!  :yct  bccaufe .thewaightinefle  thereof,  and  the  ex* 
p-e&ation  of  others, feemeth  of  due  Sc  right  to  clainie,  forn- 
thing  to  be  faid  by  me,  whom  your  cfpecial  trull  and  faucur 
hath  credited  and  graced  with  this  imploymcnt :  Pardon  it 
(I  bcfeech  your  Honour)  if,  where  my  lamp  had  oi!e  it  bor 
row  light  alfo;  and  my  fpeech,  which  is  altogether Vnfatvo  * 
rie  /feafon  it  fclfe  with  fomc  of  the  leaucn  of  your  own  dif- 
courfe  touching  this  difcoucric.  The  particular  relation  of 
fomc  ccrtainc  thinges ,  I  hauc  relerued ,  as  properlie  belon¬ 
ging  to  your  felfc,whoonlie,  as  knowing  moft,  can  make 
beft  vfe  thereof.  So  much  in  genera!!  is  here  touched, as 
(l  hope)  may  feme  to  refrefh  thememorie  of  this  worthie 
cnterprilcin  thofe  whom  it  may  concernc,and  teftifieyour 
care  and  expcnce  in  following  the  fame :  That  in  a  fecond 
age ,  when  in  time  truth  (hall  haue  credite,  and  men  woon- 
dcringat  the  richeife ,  and  ftrength  of this  place,  which  na¬ 
ture  her  felfc  hath  maruciloufliefortificd5asher  chiefctrca- 
fure  houfc,  dial  mourn  and  figh  to  hold  idle  cickles,  whileft 
others  reap,&  gather  in  this  barueft :  it  be  not  faid ,  that  Sir 
Walter  %a!egh  was  of  al  men  liuingin  his  dues ,  moft  indu- 
ftrious  in  ieeking  moft  fortunat  in  attaining  to  thcfulncs  of 
an  incftimablepublique  good:  if,  knowing  that  for  enuy& 
priuatc  refpcdes,his  labors  were  leifened, his  informations 
miftrufted  ,his  proffers  not  regarded, and  the  due  honour 
of  his  deferts  imparted  to  othersTf (I  fay)  feeing,  knowing 
and  bearing  all  this,  hce  with  patience  hadperfifted  info 
good  a  way  of  doing  his  PrincdTe,and  countrie  feruice^and 
had  but  perfefted  his  firftdifcoueric  by  fending  a  ftiip,  or 
two  for  that  purpo/efor  then  farelic  all  lets  &  doubts  being 
remooued,  and  fo  large  a  kiugdome,  fo  exceeding  rich,fo 
plcntifullofall  things,  as  this  bv  his  difeourfe ,  appeared  to 
be ,  being  offeredrno  dcuifts,and  vainefurmifes  could  hauc 
taken  place,  no  illufions  could  hauc  preuayled,  it  had  been 
blindncflfc  and  deafneile  in  thofe  that  being  necre  her 
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Maieftie:  do  fpend  their  daies  in  fcruing  die  comon  w&ife* 
not  to  fee  ,and  know  in  fo  waightie  a  matter:  it  had  beene 
malicious  obftinacie, impotence  of  minde,  and  more  then 
trcafon  to  the  common  wealth,  the  matter  (landing  onlie 
'vpon  accept3ncc,to  feckceitherto  foreflowefofitanocca- 
£on,or  forfake  fogcnerall  a  blefsing.  This,  if ,  is  nowc  cut 
oft  through  a  lingular  and  incomparable  temper, in  oucr- 
comming  cuill  with  good:  This  your  fccond  dilcoucrie  hath 
notonlie  found  a  free  &  open  entrance  into  Raieana^hkh 
the  Naturals  call  Orenoquc :  but  moreouer yceldeth  choife  of 
fourtic feuerall  great  riuers (the  lcfter  I  doc  not  rcckcn)bc- 
ing  for  the  moft  part  with  (mail  veflels  nauigablc  ,for  our 
merchants  and  othcrs,that  doe  now  finde  little  profit  in  fet- 
ting  foorthfor  reprifall,  to  exercifc  trade  in.  Tofuch  as 
fhall  be  willing  to  aduenture  in  fearchof  them,  I  could  pro- 
pofe  fome  hope  of  gold  mines,  &  certain  affurance  of  pceccs 
of  made  golde,of  Splecn-ftones,K  idney  (tones,  and  others 
of  better  eftimate  :  but  becaufc  our  bclccfe  feemeth  to  tee 
mated  in  thefe  greater  matters, &  a  ccrtaintie  of  fmallcr  pro* 
fits,is  the  readieft  inducement  to  quicken  our  weak  hopes*, I 
not  going  fo  far  as  mine  own  eyes  might  wnrrat  me, do  onlie 
promife  in  theaforefaid  riuers  ’,Brafil  wood, honey,  Cotten 3 
JBalfamii.Sc  drugs  to  help  defray  charges:&  farther ,  becaufc 
without  a  beginning  there  can  bee  no  continuance  of  thefe 
benefits  vnto  our  country,  to  anie  that  llialbethefirft  vndcr 
takers  hereof,  J  am  gladly  content, to  giue  fuch  light  &know 
ledge,  as  by  confcrece  with  the  Indians  I  hauc  attained  vnto* 
My  feife,and  the  rernainc  of  my  fewyeares,!  hauc  be¬ 
queathed  whollic  to  Rale una, and  all  my  thoughtes  hue  only 
in  that  aftion.  1  he  profccuting  whereof  is  in  it  fclfiuft,  pro¬ 
fitable,  and  neceiTaric.  left:  becaufc  ic  is  intended  for  the 
defence:  cfbarmclcfte  people,  who  fearing  thraJdoin  ,and 
oppref$icn,delirc  to  protefl  themfclucs  and  their  coun¬ 
trey  vnder  her  Maieftics  tuition:  Profitable ,  as  may  bee  ga¬ 
thered  not  onlie by  manie  Spanish  letters  intercepted,  but 
-  .  .  alfo 
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alfoby  thcproofcs  mentioned  in  thedifeourfe  of  the  firfl 
difeouery  and  fince  that>by  the  Indians  owne  voluntarie  re¬ 
lations  :and  laftlie,  by  the  prouifion  that  the  Spamardcs  doe 
make  to  acquits  vs  thereof.  Neceffaric  iris,  as  being  the 
onlic  help  to  put  a  bytin  the  mouth  of  the  vnbridelcd  Spa~ 
ntard^ the  onlie  wav  to  enter  into  his  treafurie  of  Nueuo^ey- 
w^and  Veru\  the  onlie  means  to  animate  the  wronged  m* 
dtans ,  with  our  afsiliancc.to  fccke  reuengc  for  the  extreame 
murtfoers  and  cruelties,  whichthey  haue endured  ,  and  to 
luinatehis  naked  cities  in  all  thofe  par  es  of  the  Inlande, 
whole  foundations  haue  beene  laid  in  thcbloudof  their 
parents  and  anceftors* 

The  forces  that  the  Spaniard  hath  alreadie  (ent  to  Trim- 
dado ,  to  fortifie there,  and  keep  the  paffage  of  this  riuer,are 
an  euident  argument,  that  the  king  fearcth  and  doubteth 
thefcqueleoftmsdifcouerie.  For  can  it  bee  a  final!  matter? 
orhathhcfowafteirnploymcntfor  his  men  and  Hupping, 
thatvpon  no  ground, he  would  fend  ?  8,  lhippes,  tofcecpe 
vs  onlifc  from  robaccotf fox  what  els  that  good  is  can  Trim - 
dado  yeeld  vs?)  no.  doubtleflc,  if  the  returne  of  Berreo  his 
Campe  maifter  with  ten  ofthefe  fhippes.bcc  compared 
with  precedent  aduertifments  concerning  him:  it  will  ap- 
peare  more  then  probable ,  that  the  Gutana  goldc  waged 
thefemcn  and  Shipping :  and  chat  they  are  now'  more  care- 
full  to  obtaine  this  place,then  to  keepe  others ,  which  they 
haue  alreadie  gotten,  which  note  except  in  matters  ofex- 
traordinarie  account,  is  not  incident  to  their  pollicie  and 
proceedings.  Againe, it  cannot  be  thought  but  that  cither  it 
was  fcncelcfTc  madncfTe  in  thegouernours  of  CMargHerita% 
and  the  Caraccas  to  bring  their  ftatcs,and  Hues  in  queftion, 
byfeckingcontranetotheirkings  order  ,to  enter  the  (7«/- 
<j**,and  kill  Berreo  with  his  his  followers:  or  els  theaboun- 
danceof  pearle  in and  thcgolde  mines  in  the 
Caraccatfce  ming  matters  of  filial  1  account  :  the  Guiana  on¬ 
lie  was  in  their  iudgemcnt^rich^plentifuU,  and  able  of  it 
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fclfetorcdcemc  their  trcfpalTeand  offence,  how  great  /oc* 
uerit  fhould  be.  / 

The  fundry  attempts  andouerthrowes  of  the  Spaniards 
being  men  of  power,  and  honourable  place,  in  labouring 
thefe  6 }*yeares,  andvpwai ds  to  inlarge  the  kingdomeof 
Spain e , with  this  mightieand  great  Empire,  doe  plainlic 
fhow ,  that  they  long  time  fought  a  path ,  where  in  one  trio- 
neth  a  high  way  was  found  :  that  the  lofle  of  their  hues  wit- 
oefleth  their  defires,  &  the  worthinefle  of  the  thing,  where 
to  vs  theeafineffeofobtaimng  diferediteth  the  greatneffcof 
theattempt:and  that  if  now  at  the  laft  they  dbe  preuaile, 
they  mull  holde  by  tyrannic  that  which  they  get  by  the 
fword;  where  then  our  returre  nothing  by  the  Indians  is 
more  wilhed  for  nothing  expefted  morecarncfHy* 

Thole obiedions, which  haue  bene  made  by  nianie  fee- 
ming  wife  and  the  impedimentshkelieto  arife,as  they  haue 
fuppofed  .  are  beft  anfvvered  by  the  vnreprooued  witrdlc 
ofthefe  mens  a&ions,  Some  haaetearmed  thefe  difcouc- 
ries  fables ,  and  fan  tafies,as  if  there  had  bene  no  fuch  land, 
or  territorierothers  all  owing  both  of  the  place, and  that 
fuch  a  kingdome  or  country  is  difcouercd,make  conclufion 
thatifithadbceneforich,aswce  haue  fuppofed  :  that  no 
doubt  the  king  of  Spam  would  by  this  time  haue  poffeft  it. 
But  if  they  confider  that  the  Spanifli  nation  hath  already 
conquered  the  two  Empires  ot  c Mexico,  and  Peru  ,  with  fo 
mame  other  kingdomes  and  prouinces:  wee  may  very  well 
anfwere,  that  his  power  is  not  infinite,  and  rhat  hee  hath 
done  well  for  the  time.  And  vet  it  is  mamfeff  that  this  very 
Empire  hath  bcenc  by  all  thofe  fcuerail  Spaniards  ( the  ca¬ 
talogue  of  whofe  names, is  by  it  felfe  hereunto  annexed)at 
fundrie  times  vndertaken,and  neucr  performed.  Howbcit, 
the  world  hath  rcafon  to  admire  theirconUancic,  and  their 
great  labours, and  we  may  well  blufiiatour  ownc  idle,  dif- 
pairefull;and  loitering  difpofitions  thatcan  findabilitiein 
another  barren^and  fferued  nation ,  to  poffeffe  fo  much  of 
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rfie  woride:  and  can  doc  nothing  but  frame  arguments  a- 
gainft  our  felucs  as  vnfit  and  powerlclTc  to  poflcficonc  pro¬ 
vince  already  difcoucrcd.and  of  which  our  nation  hath  afi 
furance  of  the  peoples  louc.and  that  all  the  Chieftaincs  and 
principalieshauc  vowed  their  obedience  and  fcruice  to  her 
Maiefti^;  the  naaigation  being  withall  fo  fhort,  dangcrlefle 
and  freerrom  infectious  fickncdc.  If  doubt  of  perils  might 
moderate  the  mindcs  of  men  once  moouedwith  ftedfeft 
hope,  that  goide  fliall  be  the  reward  of  their  traucls :  it  may 
cafilie  beperceiuedthat  all  thole  lettes  and  hindcranccs, 
that  cananic  way  bee  atlcadgcd,  or  wrefted  fo  much,  a* 
but  to  touch  vs, doe  deeply  and  neerelieconccrne  the  Spa* 
rsiihkingjandin  a  manner  violcndie  with-holdc  him  from 
that,  which  he  notwithdanding  caricth  with  fucceflc,  whi- 
teft  we  out  of  feafon, doc  affect  the  bare  ftyle,  to  bee  named 
men  ftayed  and  circumfpeC  in  our  proceedings.  It  is  repor¬ 
ted  /hat  GaUnut  the  Indian  threw  downe  before  Alexander 
the  great:,*  driclcarcpeccc  of  leather, and  then  put  his  foot 
on  one  of  the  endes  ofittthc  leather  being  trode  downe  on 
that  fide, role  on  all  partes  els.  By  this  the  wife  man  did 
fhewe  vnto  him  a  figure  and  fimilitude  of  hiskingdome, 
which  being  exceeding  large,  mud  of  neccfsitic  in  all  o*  • 
thcr  partes  .excepting  the  place  ol  the  kings  refidencc,  bee 
alwayes  fulof  ftirrcs,tumulcs,&infurrc&ions,Theend  after¬ 
wards  confirmed,  that  this  Empire  confiding  of  fundry  na¬ 
tions, could  notfkeep  it  fclfc  from  difiolution.Nfo  potentate 
liuing  hath, or  can  haue  fo  faithfuls:  incorrupt  Counlcllcrs, 
as  be  the  examples  and  hidories  of  forepafled  ages,  Wee 
may  therefore  be  bold  to  thinke  that  the  Goucrnours  of  the 
Spanilh  affaires  fhould  mind  it,that  their  kings  luflfull  dc- 
fire,  and  am bicious though tes  to  edabliflh  ouer  al U Europe 
one  lawe,one  Lord, one  religion, arc  built  and  crcftcd  on  a 
dangcrou s  yngrounded  refolution :  Confidering  that  many 
of  the  neighbour  kingdomes  being  ofcquall  force  in  men,, 
or  greater  then  he  can  make^are  fctlcd  in  a  long  contmued 
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eflate ,  are  entire  with'nthemfdues  and  hate  toheare  the 

voyce  ofaftrangcr.lt  is- not  vnhkelic  that  they  in  this  cafe 
fhoulde  lay  before  their  king  thctatall  deftinies  ofmanie 
Worthies,  that hanc  bcenc  conftrayned  for  want  of  fuffi- 
-  dent  numbers  of  their  naturall  fubieftes  ,  after  manic 
yearesfpent  in  the  warres ,  to  retyre  to  their  ownc  coun¬ 
tries, and  haue  bene  glad  peaceablie  to  hold  their  ownc  Sig- 
nioriesat  home,refigningall  that vnto others,  which  they 
haue  gotten  abroad  by  hard  aduenture.and  much  effufion 
of  blood. The  King  of  cannot  but  difcerne,  that  his 

fpacious  Empires  and  kingdomes  being  fo  manie,  and  fo 
farre  diuided  one  from  another,  arc  like  the  members  of  a 
monftrous  bodie,  tyed  together  with  cables  onlie  For  take 
away  the  trafique  ofvnneceiTarie  commodities  tran'ported 
out  of  Sfnitte :  thofehuge  countries  of  the  Indies  hauing  no 
common  linke  of  affinity,  lawe,  language,  or  religion ,  and 
being  of  themfelues  able'to  maintaine  themfelucs  without 
forreine  commerce  are  not  fo  fimple,  as  not  to  know  their 
owneftrength,  and  to  findc ,  that  they  doe  rather  pallctfe 
Spantardes,i\\tn  that  they  are  p  olid  led  by  them,  he  cannot 
be  ignorant  that  Spuinc  it  fclf  is  onalifiJes  enuironed  with 
many  puifant  enemies, mighty  5c  great  princes, w  ho  know¬ 
ing  it  to  be  rich  without  men,  confident  without  reafon, 
proud  &  aduenturous  without  means  fuficicnt^may  happe- 
lie confederate  tochaftifc  him,  as  an  infolent  intruder,  and 
difturberof  allquictnefle ;  and  going  no  farther  then  'ipair.c 
itfelfe,mayeuen  there  fhakethefoundation  of  his  long  con- 
triued  deuifes.and  in  one  aft  tedeeme  the  time  control  1  his 
afpiring  humor, and  breake  the  bandes  in  funder ,  that  im¬ 
port  feruitude  and  fubuerfion  to  all  the  dominion  s  of  L  hri  • 
ftendome.  Againc,hijcounrdlmay  wellinformc  him, that 
to  difpeoplc  and  difable  himfclfeat  home,  inhoperoob- 
taine  the  Guiana,  being  a  countrey  ftrong  of  it  felfc,  and 
defended  with  infinite  multitudes  of  enemies, being 

rich, and  by  the  inhabitantes  offered  vnto  the  Enghfh  -.his 
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contempt  towards  vs  would  fee  me  fo  intolerable  andde- 
fpightfull  as  might  be  fnfficient  to  prouoke  vs,  though  o- 
therwife  we  had  no  fuch  inclination;  if  he  vnprouided  of 
ablchclpe?  to  cfFcft  it,  fliould  reft  himfdfe  on  a  careleffe 
prefumption.that  we  cannot, we  dare  not, we  wil  not,  ftiri  c 
in  a  matter  that  promifeth  vs  fo  great  benefite,  and  may  fo 
highhe  offend  him .  He  may  be  perfwaded,  that  to  leaue  no 
other  fuccour  or  fafetie  to  his  nakednes,  but  the  olde,ftale 
praftife  of fp reading  rumours ,  andgiuingoutfalfe  intelli¬ 
gence  of  preparations  to  inuadc  Em  land,  thereby  to  keepe 
vs  at  home ;  or  els  of  hvring  and  fuborning  fomc  Machaue - 
haw ndcr  hand  by fecrete conveyance,  to  flop  the  courfe 
of  our  proceedings ;  or  laftlic,of  procuring  fomc  wilde  out¬ 
law  to  difquictour  tranquilitie  ;is  but  a  poore,  weake ,  and 
vneertaine  ftaie  to  vphold  his  eftate  by,  And  yet  fetting  fuch 
like  drifics  afide  :  what  can  be  imagined  likelieto  hinder  vs 
frejn  prevailing  in  the  Guiana^ rather  then  him,  whole  difad  - 
uantage  it  is  to  be  encombred  with  the  felffame,  and  mani¬ 
fold  more  impedimentes ,  then  can  any  way  beefuppofed, 
with  good  caufe  to  impeach, or  diuorce  vs  from  fo  profita¬ 
ble  an  attempt?  All  this  notwithftanding,if the  Spanifb  king 
not  beino;  able  to  diflemble  his  defire,  orbeare  the  Ioffe  o? 
this  one  kmgdome;  putting  himfelfe  out  of  his  ftrength  at 
home, and  expofinghis  people  to  the  hazard  cofall  cafual- 
ties  abroad ,  be  refolued  whatfoeuer  lball  happen.notto  re- 
linquifh  the  but  to  keep  this  one  Iron  more  in  the 
fire,  on  no  other  afturance,  butaperemptorie  difdainc  of 
prevention :  If  he  appearefo  eagerlie  bent  for  the  Guiana, 
asifit  were  enacted  for  a  lawe  amongft  thcmfclues,J'/wc£‘ 
msdu  to  tliruft  for  it, and  nottoheare,conceiue,or  beleeuc 
anie  thing, that  may  diflwadc  or  deterr  them  from  the  con- 
queft  thereof :  It  then  appertayneth  vntovs.notto  inforce 
thofe  obicftionsagainftourfelucs, which  he  with  leflfe rea¬ 
son  rcie<ftcth,as  friuolous;  finceby  how  much  the  more  ear- 
nefthecis  in  follo  wing  thispurpofe:  by  fo  much  thelefle 
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caufehaue  wcto  be  diuerted  from  it*  To  fuch  as  fliall  bee 
willing  farther  to  wade  in  this  argument;  for  breuities  fake, 
I  doe  propole  onlie  this  bare  affertion :  that  England  &the 
(Jumna  conioyncd5are  Uronger^ancfmorecafilic  defended, 
then  if  England,  alone,  (hould  repofe  her  fclfeon  her  ownc 
force^ndpowcrfulncfle.Thereafons  that  might  be  inferred 
to  prooue  chanced  no  rationall  dtfcout  fe  :  they  are  all  in¬ 
timated  in  the  onlie  example  of  Spabtc  it  fdfejwhich  with¬ 
out  the  Indies,  is  but  a  purfewirhout  money ,  or  a  painted 
(heath  without  a  dagger.  In  fumme :  it  feerneth  vnto  me, 
that  whereas,  the  difficulticof  performing  this  enterprife, 
hath  bene  produced  fora  difeouragment :  it  were  aeon- 
cciptof  flrangeweaknes in  ourfelucs,todi(fruftour own 
power  fomuch;or  at  lead, our  owne  hearts  and  couragcs:a$ 
valewing  thcSpanifli  nation  to  be  omnipotent;6r  yielding 
that  the  poorc  PortHgallhiCa  that  mai(leringfpiritc,and 
conquering  induftrie,abouc  vs  ;a$to  be  able  to  feat  him- 
felfeamongft  thcmanic  mighty  princes  ofthcEaft  Indies, 
to  frontier  China, to  holdc  in  fubieftion  the  Philippines ,Zci- 
/  lan jCalecnt ,  Moz,amhicjfis ,and  the  reft;  the  na- 
ttigation  being  fo  tedious  and  full  of  pcrill :  to  fuffer  our 
fclucs  to  be  put  backe  for  worthlcflc  cyphers,  outofplacc* 
without  account.  All  which  Regions  being  now  alfo  by  the 
late  conqucft  of  Portugall ,  cntituled  to  the  Spanifhking:to 
whomc  the  Colonies  of thofc  partes  doc  yet  gcncrallie  rc- 
fufcto  fwearc  fealtie  and  allcgeancc :  and  the  care  depen¬ 
ding  on  him, not  onlie  ofgouerningthcm  in  thcEaft,  fo 
farreoff;  but  alfo  of  ordering  and  ftrengthening  of  thole 
difvnitedjfcattcrcd,  and  ill  guarded  Empires  andprouin- 
ces  in  the  Weft :  It  might  veric  well  be  alieadged  to  the  faid 
Spanifliking  that  it  were  more  wifedome  for  him  toaffurc 
and  fortifiefome  part  of  thofc  already  gotten  then  to  be¬ 
gin  the  conqucft  of  Guiana,  fo  farre  feperate  from  the  reft 
of  his  Indies :  in  w  hich  he  hath  had  fo  manic  misfortunes, 
andagainft  wheme  the  naturall  people  arc  fo  impctuouflie 
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bent  and  oppofed :  were  it  not, that  it  exccedeth  all  the  reft 
in  abound ance  of gold,and  other  riches*  The  cafe  then  To 
ftanding :  is  it  not  meere  wrecchednetfe  in  vs ,  to  fpend  our 
time, break e  our  flcep,and  waftc  our  braincs ,  incontriuin0, 
acaueliing  falfe  title  to  defraude  a  neighbour  ofhalfe  an 
akor  of  land:  whereas  here  whole  fhyeres  of  fruitful!  rich 
groundes  lying  now  waftc  for  want  of  pcople,doe  proftitute 
them  (dues  vnto  vs  dike  a  fairc  and  beautihill  woman,  in  the 
pride  and  flower  of  defired  yearcs? 

r  If  we  doebutconfider  ,howe  vnhappelic  Bcrrco  his  af¬ 
faires, with  his  afsiftats  haue  of  late  years, in  our  own  know¬ 
ledge  fucceedcd  :  who  can  fay ,  if  the  hand  of  the  Almighty 
be  not  againft  them, and  that  he  hath  a  work  in  this  place/m 
ftecd  of  Papiftrie  to  make  the  fynccre  light  of  his  Gofpcll 
to  (liinc  on  this  people  ?  The  effecting  whereof  fhall  bee  a 
royall  crowne  of  euerlafting  remembrance  to  all  other  blcf- 
fings.that  from  the  beginning  .,  the  Lord  hath  plentifully 
poured  on  our  dread  Soucraigtie ,  in  an  eminent,  and  fu- 
preamc  degreeof  all  perfection*  If  the  Cafiihans  preten- 
ding  a  religious  care  of  planting  Chriftianitie  in  thofe 
partes,  hauc  in  their  doings  preached  nought  els  but  aua- 
ricc, rapine,  blood,  death ,  and  deftru&ion  to  thofe  naked* 
iheeplike  creatures  of  God;  cre&ing  Statues  and  Trophecs 
ofvittorie  vnto  themfe!ues,in  the  (laughters  of  millions  of 
lunocents:  doth  notthecric  of  the  poore  fuccourleffc  af- 
cend  vnto  the  heauens?  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be  gracious 
vnto  the  workmanfhip  of  his  owne  hands  ?  or  fhall  not  his 
iudgementes  in  a  day  of  vifitationby  the  minifterie  ofhb7 
*  chofen  feruant  ,  come  on  thefe  bloodthirftie  butchers, like 
raine  into  a  fleece  of  wooll?  AliquAvido  tnamfefla ,  aliquand* 
occulta'. fencer  mfla  funt  cDet  indicia* 

Toleaue  this  digrcf$ion«  It  is  fit  onelie  for  a  Prince 
to  beginne .  and  ende  this  worke :  the  maintenance  and 
ordering  thereof  requireth  Soueraigne  power,  authoritie 
&nd  comnundeiBent*  The  riuer  of  Ralcana  giuedi  open  and 
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free  pafifage,  anic  prouifion  that  the  Spaniard  can  make  to 
the  contrarie,  notwithfl:anding;(for  once  yearelic  the  lands 
neere  the  riuer  be  all  drowned)  to  conuey  men,  horfe,  mu- 
nitioi^and  viftuall  for  anie  power  ofmen^that  (hall  be  fent 
thither, 

I  doe  fpeske  it  on  my  foules  health  as  the  bed  teftimony, 
that  I  can  in  any  caufe  yccld,  to  auerre  a  trueth,  that  haumg 
now  thefecond  time  bene  in  this  countric,&  with  the  helps 
of  time, and  leifure  well  aduifed  my  felfe  vpon  all  circum- 
ftances  to  be  thought  on ;  I  can  difeerne  no  fufficicnt  impc- 
diment  to  the  contraric,but  that  with  a  competent  nnmbcr 
of  men,  her  Maiefhcmay  to  her  and  her  fuccefTors  ,enioy 
this  rich  and  great  empire:  and  hauing  once  planted  there, 
may  for  euer(by  the  fauour  of  God)hold  and  keepe  it,CW- 
tra  ludAos  cr  Gentes .  SubieftsJ  doubt  not,  may  through  her 
Maicfties  gracious  fuffcrancc,  ioyning  their  ftrength  toge¬ 
ther  ,  inuade:fpoile,and  ouerrunne  it,  returning  with  goldc 
and  great  riches.But  what  good  of  perpetuitie  can  follcfwc 
thereof  ?  Or  who  can  hope  that  they  will  take  any  other 
courfe,then  fucb,as  tendeth  toapriuateand  prefent  bene- 
fite*,confidcring  that  an  Empire  once  obtained^is  ofcongru- 
itie,  how,and  wherefocuer  the  charge  fhall  grow,  to  be  an¬ 
nexed  vnto  theCrowne?  The  riches  of  this  place  are  not 
fit  for  anic  priuatc  eftate:  no  queftion,thcy  vvil  rather  prone 
fufficicnt  to  croffe,and  countcruaile  the  Spaniard  his  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  all  partes  of  Chriftcndomc  ,  where  his  money 
maketh  way  to  his  ambition, 

if  the  ncctfsitie  of  following  this  enterprife  do  nothing 
vrge  vs,becaufe  in  fomc  cafe  better  a  mifehiefe,  then  an  in- 
conueniencedet  the  conuenicncie  thereof  fomewat  moouc 
vs>inrefpc£t  both  offo  manie  Gentlemen,  fouldiours ,  and 
younger  brother s,who,  if  they  for  want  of  implovment; 
docnotdiclikccloycdcattcllinranck  eafefulncfle;arc  in- 
forccd  for  maintenance  fake ,  fometimes  to  take  fhamefull 
and  vnlawfullcourfcs :  and  in  refped  of  fo  manic  handi- 
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'  craftimenhauing  able  bodies,  that  doe  line  in  cleanneftc 
of:  teeth, and  pouertie*  To  lacrifice  the  children  of  the  coin  • 
in  on  weale  vnto  BcliaHjsnot  to  defile  the  land  with  blood, 
becaufe  the  1  aw  of  God  doth  not  prohibit  it ,  and  the  execu¬ 
tion  ofiufticcrcquirethit  to  bee  fo:  but  yet  if  the  water- 
boughcs,that  fucke  and  feed  on  the  iuice ,  and  nourifiiment 
that  the  fruitful  1  branches  fhould  liue  by, are  to  be  cut  down 
from  the  tree,  and  not  regarded  :  luckie  and  profperous 
be  thatright  hand,  that  dial  plant  and  poffeftethem  with  a 
foylejwhcre  they  may  fru&ifiejncrcafe,and  growc  to  good: 
thrife  honourable  and  blcffed  be  the  memoric  of  fo  charie 
table  adeed,  from  one  generation  to  another* 

To  conclude.  Your  Lordfh.  hath  paid  for  the  Difcouery 
and  fcarch, both  in  your  o  wns  pcrfon,andfince  by  me. You 
hauc  framed  it, and  moulded  it  rcadic  for  hcrMaieftie,  to 
fee  on  her  feale,  If  cither  enuie  or  ignorance  ,  or  other  de¬ 
li  ife  fruftrate  the  reft:  the  good  which  ftiall  growc  to 
oui*cnemics,  and  the  lofTc  which  will  come  to  herMaic- 
flic  and  this  kingdome,  will  after  a  fewe  vcarcs  fhewe 
it  fclfe*  Wee  hauc  more  people ,  more  Ihippes ,  and  bct° 
ter  meanes ,  and  yet  doc  nothing ,  The  Spanifh  king  hath 
hadio  fwceteataltcof  the  riches  thereof,  as  notwichftan* 
ding  that  hec  is  Lord  offo  manic  Empires  and  kingdomes 
alreadie,  notwithftanding  his  enterprifes  of  Fraunce  and 
F founders ,  notwithftanding  that  hec  attended  this  yeare 
ahomcinuafion  :  yet  he  lent  twentie  eight  faile  to  Trim- 
dadoy  whereof  ten  were  for  that  place,  and  Gufona,  and 
had  fome  other  fhippes  readie  at  Cades ,  if  the  fame  had 
not  becnc  by  my  Lord,  her  Maiefties  Generali,  and  your 
Lordftiip  fet  on  fyre.  >.

M/,cheife  Commander  of  all  that  countrey*  Their  names 
\tzxz^CjiianbctyCjQtoguanejj\&  Mararare*  Thefe  prouinces  are 
of  an  excellent  temperature,  verie  healthful,  and  haue  an 
admirable  influence  in  producing  beautifull  women.  The 
Spaniards  afterwards  to  requite  the  manifold  curtefies  that 
they  receiued  in  that  countrey,  tooke  and  caried  away3be- 
fides  all  the  gold  that  they  could  get,al  the  Indians  that  they 
could  lay  holdomthey  conueyed  them  inyrons  to  Cxbag- 
tui, andfolde  them  for  ttaucs/De/gado  afterwards  was  flhot 
in  the  eie  by  an  Indian:of  which  hurt  he  died* 

17  Diego  dc  L^^,fucceeded  in  his  brothers  place.Hee 
had  manie  more  men;  who  in  the  end  wafted  themfelues  in 
mutinies:  thofe  that  liued  returned  to  Cubugua*

forfooke  not  her  Lord  in  all  his  trauels  vnto  death . 

20  Fryer  Francis  Monte'inos,was  in  the  prouince  of  M are- 
cupana  with  I  oodouldiors  bound  for  the  Guiana  ^ when  Lope 
AgHim  the  Tyrant  made  mfurreftion  in  all  thofe  partes  of 
the  indies,  What  became  of  this  intended  iourney  is  not 
expreffed* 

In  the  difeouerie  of  Gu/ana, you  may  read  both  of  Ore/ia- 
«0,who difeouered  the  riuer  of  Amazon es  AmljiO.  and  of 
Berreo, with  others  that  haue  trode  this  maze,  and  loft  them 
felues  in  feeking  to  find  this  countrie.

IN this  Breuiarie,thc names onlic arc  comprifcdof  ftichasbcinj  led 
with  the  generall  fame  of  Gulina,  haue  endcuourcd  to  di'couer  &  poG 
.  fefleit.  The  whole  h^ftories  are  long  and  cannot  iuddenlicbcitranfla- 
te^orEnglifhcd  at  large,as  wc  in  thefe  Elegies  find  them.  It  mayper- 
haps  Teeme  flrange  and  incredible,  that  fo  manie  Caualeros  fhould  all 
fade  in  this  one  attempt,(irice  in  many  partes  of  the  Indies,  far  lmaller 
numbers  in  iliorter  time  haue  performed  as  great  mattcrs,and  fubdued 
rnightie Kingdoms:  I  haue  theieforc  thought  it  good, here  toalleadge 
thofe  re  alons, which  by  circumitnncc  may  be  gathered  to  haue  beenc 
chiefimpcdimentsto  the  Spaniard  in  this  intended  fcarch  &  conqueft. 

The  firft  may  be  the  rcmotcnelle  or  diflancc  of  their  places  of  Rondcm 
V0  7r,from  the  Dorado :  which  appeare  to  be  fourc,  7>{ueuo  Rtywojthc. mouth 
of  Jlmaxpncs  or  Oi  eliano.Cubaqua^ or  the  coafl  of  the  Caracl^a^^i  7  yinidado . 

I.  From  Mdiebandt) where  Oreliano  hath  his  hend-fpring  to  his  month 
the  Spaniards  account  it  2.000.  leagues.  Ualcana  rifeth  neerc  thcfiide 
mountaincs  in  Hotabandayi nd  tribute tli  his  waters  to  the  fca  ,  not  farre 
from  the  other  'Guiana  is-enuironed  with  thefe  twohefh  water  lcas,whet 
their  diftanceisgrca  tell: from  their  rifinges ,  and  isbefides  guarded  with 
impaffabic  mountains,whichinclo(e  &  defend  it  on  al  partes, excepting 
Topiarvaries  countryAtis  no  maruel  rhen,ifthc  vigor,  heat,&  life  of  thofe 
Spaniards,  whofought  itfromA^cwo  Key  no,  were  allayed  and  fpcnr,  be¬ 
fore  they  came  nere  it  in  thofe  long,ddolate,and  vncomfortablc  waie.s. 
a.  From  Cubagua  tofeek  it  by  fea,in  vcflfcls  of  any  burthen ,  is  a  works 

of  farre  greater  labour  jthen  to  faile  direflly  from  Spaine.  And  topalle 

oner- 
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©uerland  is  a  matter  of  great  difficulrie,by  reafon  that  the  Indian  Nati¬ 
on*  inhabiting  between  the  coaft  of  the  Caracas  zndGui<tnat  being  wea¬ 
ried  and  harried  with  the  day  lie  incut  (ions  of  the  Spauiards,  haue  now 
tprncd  their  abufed  patience  into  furie  ,  refufing  to  luftbr  any  forces  of 
men  to  he  led  through  their  councries.For  thcSpatuards  trautlling  m 
thofe  parrs,whcn  they  foundnot  golde  anfwerable  to  their  expectation, 
ouerlaid  them  with  cruelties, tyrannic, and  tliraldomftorbearing  neither 
men, women 'friends, nor  foes.  Wnich  maiier  of  dealing,  though  in  iomc* 
fortiefatisfied  their deftre of prefent profit:  yet  hath  it othci wife  done 
them  much  harrnc  in  hardening  anddriuing  thole  nations  to  defpcrace 
refolutions. 

3  From  the  mouth  of  Ordianoxo  feeke  entrance  with  any  number  of 
men, and  to  bore  a  hole  through  chemountaines,is  all  one.  Neither  find 
we,that  any  (cckine:  it  that  way,h  .uc  at  anie  timeboafted  of  their  games 
or  plea  fur  able  iourncycs.

The  Spaniards  haue  bene  fo  far  from  furthering  andheL 
pyS  ,  on  anothcr,or  admitting  partners  or  coadiutors  in  the  Gutiru  caufe 
that^mongft  (o  many  attc;mpxs,fiom  the  beginning  to  chelaft,  l  cannot 
find  any  one  jwhenthey  were  other  wife  liklicft  to  preuaiic/rcc  from  difc 
cords, mutinies, nndrriicl itti  rdersamongft  th  mkiues. 

Thirdly,  flic  Spaniards  in  this  place  hat;  tmifttliat  aduan.tag'e, which 
els  where  hath  ftcc.  ^d  them  in  all  their  coiiqucllsinamdic^th^  d  denti¬ 
tions  and  mutual!  n  rrcs  ol  the  Indians  amongft  .themiclu'cs, '  W hich  of 
wh at  forr  z  it  i‘>  may  be  gathered  by  the  example  of  A .  aUtcanU  in  Pent* 
For  tho  In/' tans  of  mat  one  prouincccontaining  in  circuit  noraboue 
leagues, haue  maintained  wan  es  abpue  tnefe  30.  ycarcs ,  againft  all  the 
Spaniards,  and  in  delpightofthem  hauc  kept  their  owncouncric,ofrcn* 
times  difcpmforting  their  cnomiesin  many  let  battay  lcs, burning  &  4c-  N 
Ihoyingfomeof  their  ftrongefttowucs.Thc  chicfereafon  wherof  { take 
lobcherautenolndian  nation  was  enemy  vnto  them.  Andhow/ucucr 
the  Spahiard^aunt  of.  their  redoubted  exploits  in  the  Indies  :yet  do 
their  owne  writings  in  cfteCbWftifie,  that  without  the  aid  of  the  Indians 
diutded  amongft  rh  c  mfe  luc  Mexia>/PeW}Zj\&  the  reft,  had  ncuer  bene 
Spanilh  T  v  1 T; 

Laftly.<Ifllfr impute  }t  to  no  caufe  forightIy,as  immediately  to  thedi- 
uine  prouidcnce  For  by  him  princes  raignc.And  in  my  sbdcefe  (excepc 
wc  will  looke  to  be  warned  by  miracle  from  heanen,}.  wc  need  no  far« 
ther  afitiranccs,thcn  we  already  haiictopcrfwadeourfeluesthat  itnath 
pleafed  our  God  of  his  infinit  goodneffe ,  in  his  will  and  purpofc  to  ap- 
point  and  referue  this  Empire  for  vs.  .  /  V 
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
